From Vienna the very strongest press- 
ure is being brought to bear on Berlin 
to return a favorable reply to Washing- 
ton, and Count Burian’s speech may be 
taken as an indication that these repre- 
sentations aré not lacking in weight.

Karolyi party, shouted: “‘ We proclaim 
ourselves as friends of the Entente,” 
and there is no doubt whatever that the 
peace tide fn Hungary is rising to a 
tremendous extent. 

Angry, indeed, are many German 
papers regarding the, many signs of 
yielding on the part of the Fatheriand’s 
once brilliant second, The Rheinische 
Westfilische Zeitung rages at Burian’s 
unbelievable optimism, and the Cologne 
Volkszeitung sneers at the Slav races 
as the jackals of the world war. 

Nor are these the only quarters. from 
which pressure is being exerted on the 
German Government. Today’s West 
German papers refer guardedly to dem- 
onstrations which took place yesterday 
in Berlin. The demonstrators were, for 
the most part, workingmen and women. 
A’ gathering which took place near the 
Reichstag raised loud cries for the re- 
lease of Liebknecht. 

The German Government can scarcely 
fail to be influenced by the genéral situ- 
ation such as is sketched above. It 
must know that it is faced by the 
problem of making peace or of facing a 
continuance of the war alone and with 
its own house seriously divided against 
itself, In political circles at The Hague 
it is thought that while, in its answer, 
the German Government will endeavor 
to argue matters, eventual agreement 
with the terms of the Washington note 
is inevitable. 

Oct. 19.—The Independent Committee 
for a German peace; which has long 
been one of the most outrageously wild 
of Pan German organizaticns, has pro- 
nounced its own funeral oration.

Moreover, 
the Government had stationed in differ- 
ent towns of Russia over 15,000,000 men, 
who were unemployed in any military 
operation, but were considered as fre- 
servists and had to be cisined snd “ed.

‘* Yet the means of tra rtation and 
‘the production in the industries were 
seemingly, adequate. This was due, how- 
éver, to the fact that the then Minister 
of War, General Souhomlinoff, refused 
properly to supply the troops with mu- 
nitions because he based his estimate of 
needed supplies on former Russian wars.

Large numbers’ of laborers 
had been brought to the towns, near 
which factories had been established 
and there was no proper system of fo 
distribution for these men and their 
families. e workmen were obliged 
to stand for hours in lines in front of 
bakeries to get even a piece of bread, 
and sometimes they did not get that. 
A feeling of Pe han arose among the 
workmen.- /They.. went so/far as ws 
cuse the Government of treachery 
country. 

‘ The only action’ ‘which ‘Protopopoff 
took was to arrest the leaders of the 
workmen and sentence them to impris- 
onment, -deportation, or aeath.

WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES IN 
FRANCE, Oct. 18.—To go into Lille 
this mortiing was as good as anything 
that can come to a man who had seen 
four years of war, and I am glad that 
I Rave lived to see the liberation of 
that city. I saw the joy of thousands 
of: people who during all those four 
years have suffered tragic things, un- 
forgettable outrages to their liberty 
and spirit, and have dwelt under a 
Gark spell of fear and have waited 
menth after month, year after year, 
with a faith that sometimes weakened 
but never died, for the rescue that has 
now come,to them. 

It seems a miracle to them, now 
that it has comé suddenly, and they 
fii} their streets like people in a dream, 
hugging their gladness, yet almost 
afraid that it is-unreal and that they 
may wake again to find the swarms of 
field ‘gray men about them and guns 
im their gardens and the German law 
hard upon them. 

T'went into Lille this morning very 
‘earty; feeling also that I was in the 
midst of some miracle because Lille 
wes” &@ world away from any road 
Which an English soldier could pass

leaves are turned to crinkled gold, 
and everywhere it was draped with the 
flags of England and France, They 
were flags which these people had 
niaden until it was made a prison of- 
fense for any French civilian to be 
discovered with such symbols, and 
now they waved from every balcony 
around the city. 

All the bridges had been blown up 
as the last act of the enemy at 1:30 
o'clock yesterday morning before his 
flight, and most of the British troops 
were still on the west and south side 
of the cana) and had not entered the 

- city, but they had built foot bridges 
here and there, and I crossed on one 
an@ walked into the heart of the peo- 
ple, who were ready to give a warm 
welcome to any Englishman in khaki. 

They opened their arms in great 
embraces of gratitude and love for 
those who have helped to rescue them 
from their bondage, and I saw the 
joy of vast crowds, and the light in 
theusands of eyes was like sunlight 

, sbeut one, and in a few hours one 
made hundreds of friends who thrust 
gifts into one’s hands and poured out 
their emotion in words of utter sim- 
plicity and truth, and thanked one 
poor individual as though he were all 
the army and had done this thing 
alone. : 

It was overwhelming and uplifting. 
Before one had gone far up the first 
ayenue of Lille one was surrounded by 
a great crowd. A lady broke through 
the “ring and, clasping both hands, 
ania: 

**I embrace you for the gladness 
you have brought us.”’ 

She kissed one on both cheeks and 
it waa the signal for general embraces. 

Pretty girls came forward and of- 
fered their cheeks, and small boys 
pushed throngh to kiss the men bend- 
ing down to them, and old men put 


‘their hands on one’s shoulders and 


touched. one’s face with their grizzled 
mustaches, and mothers held up their 
children to be kissed. 

This did not last for a few minutes. 
Jt lasted all the time I was in Lille. 
Yor hours tens of thousands of people 
Were in the streets and my hands were 
clasped. by many hundreds of them, by

all those gray men have gone ahd 
that. we are free.”’ 

Several of them spoke of two Eng- 
lish‘ womén who had done splendid 
work in Lillé for English prisoners, 
Miss Wood. and Miss Butler, who de- 
voted themselves to helping men who 
‘were helpless and whose sufferings, 
as I shall have to téll, were frightful. 

‘There are nearly’a hundred English 
people now in Lille and I think I must 
have met half of them today; here and 
there, in the crowds for just a clasp 
of the hands and a word or two. 

There were English wives of French 
officers. and .English. schoolgirls and 
litile governesses, and they were out 
in the streets with flowers and: flags. 
Some of these flowers lie before me as 
I write, and next fo them cigars and 
cigarettes and little cakes thrust: into 
my hands by people with light in their 
eyes—a light that was better than the 
sunshine in the heart of Lille. 

I see all these figures again as I 
write: A little boy dressed as a zouave, 
with a great Tricolor waving above his 
yellow hair; two sisters and two broth- 
ers who keep close to me, telling all 
the tale of their four years’ life in 
Lille straightly as to elder brother, 
laughing a little now and then at all 
their sufferings and all their fears, 
now that the spell has been lifted. 

An American doctor at Lille took me 
into his house, where I sat in. his 
pretty salon and drank a glass 6f wine 
with him and saw his secret cupboard, 
where he had hidden his brass orna- 
ments from: the enemy, who had de- 
termined that every ‘scrap of brass in 
Lille should be taken. In these apart- 
ments, as elegant as any in London 
or Paris, or a thousand miles remote 
from the war, though only a mile or 
two, I heard many things of German 
brutality and German .oppréssion. and 
the tragedy. of the besieged city. 

Then there was an English -clergy* 
man, who for four .years had min- 
istered to the English wounded and 
recited prayérs over the English dead. 
Mr. Moore is-his name, and his house- 
keeper is Miss Browne of Beverley, in 
Yorkshire, and his cat is called Bunny, 
and he has people in England who will 
Phe giad to hear after all this time that 
the clergyman and the Housekeeper 
and the cat have survived the ordeal 
of'war. It is not strange how quickly 
one learns. little things like that in 
Lille, because every one is one’s 
friend. 

To those people it was wonderful 
that they had regained their: liberty 
by the arrival of the British troops. 
There are Lancashire men in Lille to- 
day. But it ts no less astonishing to 
them to go inside that city in twenty 
minutes by motor car from their old 
line at Armentiéres. 

I passed today through Armentiéres, 
a town of shapeless ruin, and thought 
of all the death that has been there 
while Lille remained an unattainable 
place. Thousands of British have 
fallen round here in four years of ter- 
rible fighting, and in April last, after 
the Germian offensive, when they 
drove through Armentiéres itself. Lille 
seemed further away than before, and 
that to many of the British men was 
all the way from life to death. 

Now, this morning, I passed the last 
rubbish heap of ruin, the last dead 
tree stump, the last shell craters and 
barbed wire, the last dead horses on 
the road, and came very quickly to 
that great city beyond the canal, that 
was so close to the British lines and 
yet so far, where there are . fine 
churches, /colleges, shops, factories, 
private houses, and an enormous pop- 
ulation of rich people and poor, all 
under the evil spell of German rule, 
all passionate against its tyrannies, 
torn with emotions and agénies that 
were hidden from-the Allies until 
today. 

Prayed Fer Allies te Come. 

\... I wonder if any of the sentries in the 
trenches by Chapelle Armenttéres ever 
established spiritual contact with that 
city full of human yearnings as he 
stared over the parapet and saw 
through the mists the tall chimneys of 
Lille, Women lay awake, as they 
told mé toddy, and cried out: - 

‘When will the English come? ’’ 

Children wept themselves to sleep, 
as thdir mothers told me-this morning, 
because another day had passed and 
the English had not come. 

** We had so.long to wait for you, 
very long,*’ said many of these -peo- 
ple today. : 


Censcripted 8,000 Girls, 

After the first terror of the German 
occupation .and the. first nagging of 
law. which regulated all their lives, 
forbade them to be out in the streets 
after 8 o’clock in the evening, and 
shut them up in their houses like 
naughty children at 2 in the afternoon 
when the German commandant was 
annoyed with. some complaint, one of 
their worst days come when, just be- 
fore Easter, 1916, 8,000 young women 
of Lille were forcibly seized and sent 
ne ee

oink: sohatbatl in. the town were chosen | 
for this conscription of girls, and mha-| 
chine guns were posted at each end of’ 
thé street, and families were ordered 
to citper in doorways when the Ger- 
man. cers came around and made 
arbitrary choice, saying to: one girl, 
** You,” and to another, ‘* You,’ and 
then ordered their men to take them. 

Mr. Moore,’a clergyman, told me 
that some girls whom he knew were 
dragged out of their beds and carried 
screaming away. They. were girls in 
all conditions of life, and a young one 
whom I met today: told me that she 
was chosen but escaped by threatening 
to* kill herself rather than go, for it 
was to be a life of misery and horror 
to any girl of decent instincts. . 

One of them who was taken and 
spent six months in this forced labor 
told me that she had no change of 
linen all that time and slept on a 
truss of straw in an-old barn, at first 
with men who. were put into the same 
barn with them ‘and then only with 
women. 

They. never had enough to ‘eat in 
the early days, though. the food was 
better later, and many of these girls 
fell ill from hunger, and their broth- 
ers, who were also taken, suffered. 

More unspeakable things-happened, 
and there is no forgiveness in the 
hearts of those who suffered them. 
‘That was the first exodus from Lille, 
and: the second happened twelve. days 
later, when 12,000 men and boys were 
sent away further into the German 
lines so that their labor should not be 
given to the Allies. 

**I went when my poor boy was 
taken,’’. said a lady this morning. He 
was only 14, and such a child in his 
heart. 

‘* They were laden with packs and 
kept in the citadel for two nights be- 
fore leaving, with little food, and when 


they were assembled. their sisters and 


mothers walked with them as far as 
allowed, weeping and crying, and the 
boys and men tried in vain to hide 
their own tears, and it was a breaking 
of hearts.’’ 


Robbed-Lille of Machinery. 


More than two years ago a German 
commission visited Lille and all the 
machinery was removed from the 
great textile factories which made the 
wealth of the city. With that of Rou- 
baix and Tourcoing, millions of 
pbunds’ worth of machinery was 


+ taken, and what could not be taken 


was smashed. It was a deliberate plan 
to kill the industry’ of Northern 
France. A thousand times today I 
have heard these words: 

** Monsieur, they are robbers. They 
stole everything we had worth any- 
thing to them, our brass, our metal of 
ali kinds, oyr linen, clocks, draperies. 


‘They even. took the bells out of our 


churches, and that is why there are 
no bells ringing today because of our 
deliverance.’’ 

Among the worst Gruelties done by 
the Germans was their. treatment of 
the British prisoners. From Mr. 
Moore, the clergyman, and from. the 


American doctor, and from other|’ 


witnesses I heard dreadful things of 
the prisoners’ sufferings. Most of 
them were kept in the citadel at 
Monsenbarceul outside the city, and 
from that place were drafted to dig 
trenches. There were about 800 of 
them there at a time, and it was said 
by Mr. Moore to be a Black Hole of 
Calcutta. They were always half 
starved so that they were almost too 
weak to walk. 

“I looked into young faces,” said 
the clergyman, “and thought, ‘I 
shall be called * bury you ina day 
or two.’ ’’ 

French women smuggled bread to 
them at great risk of imprisonment, 
and sometimes old German Landsturm 
whom they met turned their heads 
away and encouraged this in dis- 
obedience to orders. The sick and 
wounded were tended by sisters of 
charity and French ladies who waited 
on them and saw frightful things 
without flinching. 

Because of their courage the treat- 
ment of British officers was much bet- 
ter than that of the men, and espe- 
cially when they were dead did the 
enemy take the trouble to give them 
military honors. But for the living 
men who were. private soldiers this 
imprisonment was torture. 

One does not wish at this stage of 
the war to stir up passion and desire 
for revenge. God knows there is no 
need of that, but these things must be 
written in history, and I write them 
now, knowing their truth. [n this 
City of Lille I have heard a thousand 
things of tragedy, even in one day’s 
visit.

When the Emperor Came. 


In the hearts of the people there are 
thousands of other memories. One 
scene that was described to me had 
the Germafi Emperor as its central 
character. He came to Lille in April 
last, when the German offensive in 
Fianders was in full force and they 
had taken Kemmel. . 

From.6 in the morning until 2:15 in 
the afternoon soldiers were drawn up 
in the streets, awaiting the man who 
symbolized the might of German arms 
and is now bearing the burden of all 
its crimes. When he passed. at last 
on his way.to Kemmel there was only 
one company of German soldiers who 
cheered him with mechanical ‘‘ Hoch! 
Hoch! ’’ All others maintained dead 
silence, and the Kaiser passed down 
their lines with gloomy looks on his 
way to Kemmel Hill. Those were the 
worst days for the people of Lille, and 
during the last offensive in Flanders, 
when the British lost Arméntiéres 
and Kemmel and the British Army 
was but a thin: line, Balding back the 
tide.

Worse even than the treatment of 
British prisoners was that of the 
Russians... 
like dogs,” said one girl, and many 
other people told mé so. ° 

Two hundred and forty British sol- 
diers lie buried in’ Lille, but-2,000 Ger- 
mans He buried there, too. 

“ Once when I was bu: three of 
our men,” said Mr. Moore, “‘a Ger- 
man pastor was burying seventy-six 
of his own soldiers. The number of 
their dead appalled them, and as year 
by year their losses piled up and still 
there was no end and no victory, even 
the braggarts were silenced, and. gloom 
took possession of them all. . The most 
arrogant changed their tone, and: in 
these last days it was easy tT see de- 
feat written on the German. faces, and 
many of the. men made no secret 
of it.” 

“Yhe American doctor. was friendly 
with a young German who had an 
Innglish mother and was a nice fellow, 
and it was he who brought. tidings of 
strange things about to happen. 

It was past midnight on Sept. 31 
that the doctor heard a ringing at his 
door bell. . He went down, frightened, 
as some sudden summons like that 
was always frightening, and opened 
the door and ‘saw his friend. 

‘What are you doing at this hour? ”’ 
he asked. The young German was 
white and haggard. 

** I must tell you a strange secret,’’ 
he said in a whisper. ‘‘ I promised 
to let you know when to leave, in case 
Iille were abandoned by us and there 
was risk of bombardment. That time 
has come. Tonight 15,000 men are 
leaving Lille 4nd in a little while it 
will be evacuated.” 

There were other signs of approach- 
ing flight under the pressute of British 
troops. All the bridges were mined. 
German guns were placed on the inner 
side of the canal and fired to the 
British lines, which seemed to come 
nearer every day, judging by the roar 
of cannon. 

‘* The English are coming,’’ sald the 
people of Lille, and held their harids to 
their throats,’ Fhey ‘could hardly | 
breathe, because of their excitement, 
They wére sick and white with hope: * 

And so it happehed yesterday and 
today t watt en how, 
ike those 1 het, t ean b believe 
that. all this is true. There are no 
bells ringing for joy. in Lille because 
the belfries have been robbed, but 
every human |being in that city,.or al- 
most every. one, for. perhaps _ there 
are some poor creatures too beaten by 
life’s ironies even for the joy of deliv- 
erance, is warmed by the fire of spirit- 
ual gladness, so-that.in a few hours 
they. have been repai or all their 
cold days when they sat Lille with- 
out coal and very little food; and hope 
that had worn rather thin, and for 
the tears they have shed, and the pa- 
tience with which they stifled their 
impatience, burning like fever. in 
them. 

Lille is a city of splendid thankssiv 
ing, and the name of England is spok- 
en on the lips of its peéple and of its 
children as a magic word to which 
they owe their rescue. In Lille it is 
good to be an Englishman ahd to wear 
a coat of khaki. 


SIMS'S MEN FIGHT 
SUBMARINES DAILY 


Win Exciting Battles Near the Bay 
of Biscay and Keep Trans- 
' port Lene Open. 


AMERICAN. NAVAL BASH, . France, 
Oct. 11, (Associated Press.)—American 
destroyers, aided by I’rench and: British 
vessels, are batting with the enemy 
submarines day and night to keep open 
the lane through which American troop- 
ships are bringing the great army of 
American soldiers to France. 

Hardly a day has passed during the 
last month in which the American naval 
convoy fleet has not had an encounter 
with a submarine foe lurking near the 
Bay of Biscay, beyond the waters of 
Spain and Portugal. August was the 
month of greatest danger and greatest 
vigilance, for the number of American 
troops coming to France. reached its 
maximum in that menth. 

Because of the unceasing wgtch, never- 
ending readiness. to pounce upon the 
German submarines, and the gallantry 
of the men on board the American and 
other destroyers, the shipping losses 
have been confined almost exclusively to 
freight vessels. The steady arrival of 
American troops has progressed uninter- 
ruptedly throughoyt the period. of chief 
menace.

HOLDS BERLIN PROVES 
‘CASE AGAINST U-BOAT 


Alleged Wireless Recall Shows, 
Says Yorkshire Paper, Sub- 
marine Could Be Carbed. 


LONDON, Oct: 19.—Commenting on the 
report in the Handelsblad of Amsterdam 
that German submarines had. been. or- 
dered by -wireless to return. at once’ to 
their bases, The Yorkshire Post says:

CRUELTIES OF BULGARS. 


Only Quarter of Population Left in 
Seres After Two Years’ Occupation. 


SALONIKI, Oct. 18.—When Seres, in 
Greek. Macedonia, was occupied by the 
Bulgarians in December, 
habitants numbéred 24,000. Since that 
time 5,000 of these have died, 11,000 
have been deported, and 2,000 men and 
boys have been put to work on the con- 
struction of roads. Teday the popula- 
tion is between 5,000 and 6,000, ; 

Bulgarian-documents, which have been 
found in the Macedonian towns show 


that large numbers of deaths were due 
the indifference of the Bulgarian au- 
thorisies to the condition of the civfitan 
wu fation. holesale deportations were 
nd ¢ruelties inflicted which: were--not 
jastified by the necéssities of war.

MILNER FOR CLOSER TIES. 


Hopes for Anglo-American Fellow- 
ship In Peace Also. 


LONDON, Oct. 19.Viscount Milner, 
British Minister for War, presiding last 
night at‘a lecture by Professor George 
Santayana, of Harvard University, on 
‘* Materialsm and Idealism in America,’’ 
at Bedford College for Women, said it 
was a happy inspiration on the part 
of the authorities of Bedford College 
to give the British public the oppor- 
tunity of becoming better acquaintea 
with American thought, ‘‘ A subject of 


most profound interest at this time, 
‘when our two countries are more closely 
associated than they ever have n, 
in an enterprise which is bound to 
have the most momentous consequences 
on the future of the ¢community,”’ 

‘‘It is the hope of all of us,’’ Lora 
Milner continued, ‘‘ that the ties which 
have: sprung up between the two na- 
tions through their fellowship in the 
war will lead to a fellowship in peace 
productive of immeasurable benefits to 
the whole human race. Nothing can 
be more conducive to that end than 
that we should learn to understand one 
another better. The ideals and aspira- 
tions of.men on both sides of the At- 
lantic should be better understood by 
the bulk of both nations.’’

WAIST INDUSTRY'S STATUS. 


A Survey Shows No Surplus Stocks 
or Chance for Jobs. 

A survey of the conditions prevailing 
in the women’s waist manufacturing in- 
dustry -throughout the country reveals 
the fact that, because the manufacturers 
in all markets have closely followed of- 
ficial. recomsmendations for the conser- 
vation of raw materials and labor, there 
are no surplus stocks on hand. The sur- 
vey was made under the auspices of, the 
United Waist League of America and 
further brought out that the industry 
is generally in a_‘ healthy *’ condition. 
A statement: issued’ yesterday ‘by the 
league’s Executive Secretary, M. Moses- 
sohn, says in part: 

‘‘ The importance of this condition can 
be realized when consideration’ is «given 
the fact that in previous years at this 
particular period. there prevailed an 
abundant supply of manufactured goods 
in the warehouses and -stock rooms of 
the manufacturers, with the natural re- 
sult that buyers have experienced little, 
or no difficulty in procuring ‘jobs’ of 
waists at sacrificed prices.’’ 

Mr. Mosessohn’s statement also shows

RAW SILK MARKETS. 


Not Much More of a Drop Is Ex-! 
pected In That of Japan. 


The Japanese raw’ silk. market, owing 
to-a lessened demand from this country, 
has. eased off about 50 yen per picul, or 
about 20 cents a pound. ‘This brings Sin- 
shiu No. 1 down to 1,580 yen. The 
market is not expected to drop much 
further, as the European buyers are now 
operating on a small scale, and this 
business may increase at any time. In 
addition, the high cost of living in Japan 
has brought with it higher wages for 
the workers, and this has had an effect 
in holding prices up. The visible stock 
is estimated at 18,500 bales. 

Canton cables that some business is 
being done for European account, but 
American buyers are still holding off. 
Prices are practically unchanged, ac- 
cording to reports received by A. P, 
Villa & Bros., Inc., although a lower éx- 
change has reduced values about 10 
cents a pound. All grades of silk at 
Shanghai have been affected by the fluc- 
tuating exchange, but as stocks have 
been sharply reduced the market is quiet 
and holders are not inclined to sell or 
offer silks, Tussahs have advanced to 





Italian ‘silks are moving slowly at 
Milan. The Itelian Government has 
practically completed a plan to aid the 
silk reelers in the precarious position 
they find themselves as a result of the 
large increase in the cost of production 
and the recent sharp advance in ex- 
change, which makes importation of silk 
impracticable at present. In the local 
market conditions are rather unsettled.

BRITISH SHOE PRICES, 
4 : . 
Profits to the Makers and: Retailers 
, Are Rigidly Fixed. 
The British Government, through the 
agency of the Production of Boots Com- 
mittee; is taking good care of the work- 
ing classes of. Great Britain so far as 
their footwear is concerned. Under 
authority given it by the War Office, 
the committee has made definite ar-' 
rangements to supply this part of the 
population with leather shoes at reason- 
able prices, For instance, according to 
a report forwarded to the Department 
of Commerce from London by Commer- | 
cial Attaghé Philip B. Kennedy, ten new 
lines of shoes have been added to the 
original .schedule of . British 
boots for civilians, the-prices of which 
range from $5.60 to $7.79 for men’s shoes, 
and from $1.70 to.§2.86 for women’s and 
children’s. 

The, prices of the shoes at retail are 
based on the cost of production, the 
costs being worked out from eighty-one 
standard samples submitted by manu- 
facturers in the sixteen divisions the 
country was divided into.’ In each of 
these a committee on production was or- | 
ganized under the direction of the Raw 
Materials Department, one of the duties 
of which was to obtain samples of the 
shoes made by ‘the manufacturers in 
their district. After the claimed cost of 


production was investigated by the Raw” 


Materials Department and allowances 
madé for pricés at which the department 
proposed _to issue leather . imported 
especially for that purposé, the prices 
given above were fixed. These figures 
allow a profit of 5 per cent. to the aver- 
age manufacturer. 

Thé retail trade, according to Mr. Ken- 
nedy, agreed to handle the shoes at an 
addition of 33 1-3 per cent. to the manu- 
facturers’ prices, but if the services of 
a third party were required the remun- 
eration had to be taken from that per- 
centage. One-third of all the nonmili- 
tary footwear made by the manufactur- 
ers has to be of the kind in question, 


‘and priority over everything but mili-” 


tary orders is given these shoes. All 
selling. prices are stamped on the sole, 


| and the code number of the manufac- 


‘turer is also shown in this way in order 
to trace defects in manufacture. The 
prices stamped on the sole do not in- 
clude the cost of the laces. Because of 
their trivial cost many retailers do not 
like to charge extra for them, but a trade 
movement .is on foot to discourage giv- 
ing them away. 


ONE EFFECT OF THE GRIP. 


More Coal Is Consumed and Less 
: Produced Because of it. 


The influenza epidemic has had the 
same effect on the anthracite trade as 
a cold wave or a snow storm—it has in- 
creased: consumption and at the same 
time has slowed down production and 
distribution. According -to Saward’s 
Weekly the heating of homes in which 
there are sick people is not wholly re- 
sponsible for the increased consumption, 
for on cool days fires are lighted as a 
preventive measure in many résidences 
and apartments in which coal would not 


~ be burned until later in the season if the 


fear of catching the grip had not made 
people take extra pains to avoid it. 

This early use of coal fires, it goes on, 
has.caused the pressure upon retail déal- 
ers to increase somewhat, but not nearly 
to the samg extent as would be the case 
in normal years, when the public was 
less forehahded in the matter of fuel 
supply. Emergency calls are very féw. 
The fact that some people are still with- 
out coal is to be explained usually by 
their insistence on having particular 
sizes or grades. 


NEEDED FOR REPLACEMENT. 


This Helps Trade in Some Kinds of 
Buliders’ Hardware.

A Problem for Jewelers, 


The‘prohibition on the use of platinum, 
iridium, or palladium, ‘together. with 
scraps of these metals or compounds in 
which they are used, in the alteration 
or’ repair .of ornaments of. articles of 
jewelry has raised an interesting ques- 
tion in the jewelry trade. It-is this: 
Suppose a woman insists on having a 
platinum ring enlarged. Obviously 
platinum cannot be used for the purpose. 
If white gold is used—this metal being 
a compound of yellow gold and nickel 
that very closely resembles platinum 
when properly mixed—must the tiny bit 
used for repairing be stamped with the 
carat of fineness under the regulations of 
the gold stamping law, and thus lead to 
belief on the part of some person who 
may later examine the ring that it is 
not made of platinum at all? The best 
answer seems to be that the woman 
should wait until after the war to have 
the job done. 


Ocean Salt Made by Electricity.

SOME TRADE OBSTACLES. 


Instances Met With in Doing Busi- 
ness in the Far East. 


Expansion of the American export 
trade is being done’ in the face of ob- 
stacles that are. very. difficult to over- 
come. Particularly is this true of. busi- 
ness being done with countries in. the 
Far Bast. Often an order will come 
through, for instance, backed by a three 
months’: credit when {it will take four 
or. five months to get the goods out. 
This -makes it necessary to obtain an 
extension of the credit and involves con- 
siderable time ‘and effort. 

. The greatest difficulty of all.is im- 
posed by the lack of tonnage, and an- 
othér bad-feature is that, due to scar- 
city of direct shipping space, merchan- 
dise destined to Far Eastern points has, 
in. a great many instances, to be re- 
shipped to the ultimate point of desti- 
nation, making it impossible to obtain a 
through bill 6f lading to the final point ; 
of delivery. In addition to this, there, 
are the time and effort. required to ob- 
tain the necessary export and import 
licenses, and complying with all the 
regiflations of the Federal War Trade 
Board. ; 

Many times regulations bomewhat dif- 
ficult to meet are imposed by authori- 
ties of the countries of destination. For 
instance, all merchandise for shipment 
to India must be stamped with the name 
of the country of origin. Because of this 
a traveler in that country may find 
cakes of soap made in Chicago and 
stamped ‘‘ Made in U. 8, A.’ Added to 
the others are the handicaps imposed by 
having to do business through foreign 
banks, scarcity and uncertainty of mer- 
chandise, customs restrictions, &c. But, 
in spite of them all, business continues 
to grow. 


To Hold the Great Russian Fair. 

According to the Petrograd Trade and 
Industry Gazette, the Commissaries 
have decided to hold the great Russian 
fair at Nizhni Novgorod as usual this 
year. For this purpose. they are trying 
to organize the transportation of sup- 
plies. from Moscow to the Volga and 
later from Nizhni to the centres of con- 
sumption. By thus sending out manu- 
factured goods they hope to receive 
grain from the farming. sections. The 
one drawback to this plan is the: short- 


age of fuel.oil on the upper stretches of 
the Volga River system. All the boats

WORLD’S SERIES IN BOXING, 


Fighters for All Allies to Meet for 
King’s Trophy. ~ 
Bnecial to The New York Times. 

NEWPORT, R. I., Oct. 19.—One of the 
biggest fistic exhibitions ever held in 
England has been set for Dec. 11 and 12 
in London, for the King’s trophy, which 
will be participated in by men from all 
allied forces. Vice Admiral William 8. 
Sims, U. 8. N., Comrhander in Chief of 
the United States naval forces in Euro- 
pean waters, has advised the Navy De- 
partment to this effect. 

The message has been sent to all com- 
mandants of shore ‘stations, commander 
in chiefs of fleets, and commanders of 
vessels and other units of the United 
States Navy by Secretary - Daniels 
through the Bureau of Navigation, 
which further states all allied forces 
will be represented, the British and 
French using professional talent. 

Rear Admiral Leigh C. Palmer, 
U. S. N. Chief of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation of the Navy Department, in the 
message sent to Rear Admiral Joseph 
W. Oman, U. 8S. N., commandant of the 
second naval district, desires that the 


Navy be pi wists, requesting Admiral. 
Oman, as has asked all other com- 
mandants and commanders in chief and 
others in command, to nominate suitable 
men as may be in their commands to 
take part. 

The men nominated to take part in the 
fight are to range from fly to hea 
weight, both of which classes Unc 
Sam’s Navy has quite a number. The 
Bureau of Navigation will issue instruc- 
tions for the transferring of these men 
to London.

The regret occasioned by the closing of 
the Laurel race track for the past week 
is somewhat softened for local horse- 
men now that it is known that the cur- 
tailment of the sport will provide a 
chance for. them to.see the much- 
talked-of race for the two-year-old 
championship between Billy Kelly and 
‘Bternat.“ Originally this’ évént ‘had’ beéni’ 
scheduled for. next.

BACKSPIN SHOT IS 
ESSENTIAL TO GOLF 


Numerous Traps Necessitated 
Stroke to Make Ball Stop 
Dead on Green. 


¥Yust why,is backspin essential to good 
golf? Also what is it, and how should it 
be played? To define the shot is easy, 
but -to describe the stroke so that.a new 
player..can put.‘ stop”’ 
different matter. As some one, put it, 
‘‘ the place to begin is at the beginning,”’ 
so the first thing is to.find what mada 
‘the backspin. shot necéssary. 

In the Old days there were few bunk- 
ers or traps -around the greens, and 
what were there were mostly at the 
back. The front was entirely open and 
all that the player had to do was to hit 
the ball sufficiently hard with any old 
club so that it would roll to the green 
and stop near the flag. Under these 
conditions the old midiron run-up ap- 
proach was developed and reached the 
zenith ofits fame. ; 

Then an architect, experimenting for 
‘new thrills, said: ‘‘ This. hole is too 
easy. I’m going to put-a bunker in front 
of one corner of that green and see how 
they’ll get over it. Another links doctor 
saw this hole and said: ‘“‘I’ll go him 
one better and make a trap at each 
corner,’’ and gradually these bunkers 
were pushed up closer and closer until 
it was impossible to hit a ball through 
the air with a’ midiron or a mashie and 
have it strike on the green and stay 
or with the old pitch and run stroke. 

hen the DO plement brought out the 
eae shot with a mashie and this stroke 
certainly produced a ‘stop spin,’’ but 
the ball had a bad tendency to kick to 
the right after. hitting the ground and 
called for the nicest judgment in order 
to lay the rubber core close to the pin. 
Besides this, the ‘‘cut’’ .took many 
yards off the distance the ball could be 
hnit‘and was altogether too hard a _ shot 
for an amateur to cope with successfully. 

But the architects continued to trap 
the greens closely and ‘the end was ‘not 
yet.. Most things in this world come as 
the result of a system of evolution, and 
the backspin shot was no exception to 
the rule. Play continued ,and one day 
some rofessional faced a situation 
where he had to reach the green over 
some trees. If he played a midiron the 
ball would go over the green, and a cut 
shot with a mashie would not reach it. 
He .sized up the situation and. deter- 
mined to hit the ball clean with a 
mashie and play the ball rather more 
off his right foot, in order to get the 
distance... 

He struck hard, but let his body sway 

a little forward, and the ball, apparent- 
iy half topped, flew out and under the 
branches of the treés~instead of over 
them. ‘‘ Good heavens, man!” said a 
bystander. ‘‘ how did you make that 
ball ca’ when it hit the ground?”’ For 
there e ball was. lying less. than a 
couple of feet from where.it struck the 
reen. Here was something new, and 
ack’ the player and b arender went to 
the spot where the eB hr 
from.

CARE FOR HEALTH OF BOYS. 
Local Board Onene 160 More Ath- 


let! c Centres. 


Schoolboys in .this city will have 
plenty of opporttinity for athietic train- 
ing and competition. .The Departmént 
of Dducation has opened afternoon ath- 
letie centres if, 160 school buildings, for 
the pufpose of providifig greater facil- 
ities for sports activities. These cen- 
tres havé beén apportioned according 
to conditions in the various districts. 
Where the congestion is greatest par- 
ticular attention has been paid to enter- 
tainment for the youngsters, and at the 
Same time early trainifig in athletics. 

The centres afe the rendezvous for 
thousands of the city’s young scholars, 
Open from two to five days each week, 
the lads. can train to their hearts’ con« 
tent. <A ‘program has been. arranged 
whereby tournament or group games are 
conducted in addition té the usiial track 
and field sports as sanctioned by the 
Public Schools Athletic League. 

Capable teachers have been appointed 
to supervise and “instruct the school- 
boys in athletics. At the same time 
these supervisors will instruct their 
charges in, the, benefitg, ef beaigne. rela- 
tive to the petsonal Sara ver ave body 
and health of the boy. 

The inspectors of athletics believe that 
the futuré health and morals of the 
young boy are best guarded by close 
supervision and health-giving athletic ii- 


struction in these play centies. Police 
statistics for thé last four years have 
shown a matked decrease in the ntithber 
of juvenile delinquents, and it has been 
traced, in a large degreé, to thé work 
whith the Board of Education has been 
doing in keeping the boys occupied in 
healthy sports after school hours. 

- While these activities cost time and 
tionsy, they have been & good investment. 
Many of the young men who make up 
the personnel of the army and navy, 
now in active service, received thé foun- 
dations for.their superb physique and 
general good health by attendifig the 


afternoon athletic centres either in their 
ewn school or neighhorkood school build- 


ng. 

It is anticipated that the coming year 
will witness larger and more enthusi- 
astic crowds than ever before in at- 
tendance at these centres, This is made 
possible for two reasons: 

1. It is now compulsory for all schodl 
children to take 200 minutes of. physical 
training and athletics each week, and 
psenen of the Principals are taking ad- 

vantage of their afternoon centres to 
fulfill this State requirement. 

2. The unsettled and stirring conditions‘ 
which now éxist on account of the world 
war have ¢Greated in the minds of: the 
‘youths. a spirit of competitiveness, the 
only, outlet to which are physical train- 
ing and athietios; and these they get in 
a sunérvised form after school hours. 

This work has a far-reaching effect 

upon -the present generation. It is the 
ambition of every youth to te Pay sically 
fit and able to éxcel the o oys in 
some — of athletics, with “the result 
that the boys of today, upon reaching 
the estate of maftihood, are. superior to 
feet of a past generation, despite the

BisMARCK. hinted ‘that the Germans 
might have to pacify France and even 
police Paris. It was not until May 22 
that a final peace treaty was signed, 
BISMARCK accepting the pledges of the 
plenipotentiaries that. the French Gov- 
ernment would be able to reclaim Paris 
and. carry out its engagements. They 
won ‘their point that the fifteen depart- 
ments mentioned in the preliminaries 
should be evacuated when the third half- 
milliard- was paid. Ratifications fol- 
lowed. 

It. will be seen that seven months 
elapsed between the time an armistice 
was proposed and the signing of a satis- 
factory ‘treaty. of peace. BISMARCK 
balked at closing negotiations. with an 
unstable and irresponsible Government. 


| The same. question may come up when 


America and her. allies. consider Ger- 
many’s ‘overtures for an armistice and 
her appeal for peace. 








“RECONSTRUCTION PLANS. 


Mr. Vanprrurp. said last week that 
* America has been wholly altruistic, and 
“she is as unprepared for peace as she 
“ was for war.” Lost time should ‘be made 
up, not by hurry but by betterment of 
plans in which our foreign friends have 
anticipated us.

having influenced the Bulgarian na- 
tion,”’ as M. Panaretoff says. 

The dominant ideas of a people are 
reflected in its parliamentary utterances 
and in its daily press: Journalists and 
deputies have their fingers continually 
upon the public pulse, and are keenly 
sensitive to the conditions that govern 
the body politic. If in Bulgaria the 
principles which have been proclaimed 
in the name of the Government of the 
United States have had so great an in- 
fluence as M: Panaretoff would have us 
think, one would expect to find this fact 
exemplified in the contemporary news- 
papers and parliamentary discussions 
The exact opposite isthe case. -Bul- 
garian predilections, as-shown by their 
own editors and politicians, have been 
at all times entirely opposed to the 
ideas that govern the nations of the 
Entente. 

Until last June no organ of the Builga- 
rian press, and no Representative in her 
Legislature, had criticised the trend of 
Bulgarian politics. All and sundry, 
without exception, approved the alli- 
ance with Germany, advocated unceas- 
ingly the'need of a more and more inti- 
mate union between the, two countries, 
and exalted the community of senti- 
ments, ideas, and aims existing between 
the Germans and the Bulgars.: By. this 
unity of thought and deed Serbia was to 
have been stricken from the map of 
Burope, and Bulgarian hegemony in the 
Balkans was to have been assured. 

It was only then when the question of 
Dobrudja arose between Bulgaria and 
Germany, and of Adrianople between 
the Bulgars and ‘the Turks, that press 
and people alike began to adopt a 
mhenacing attitude, and to declare that 
Bulgaria. must have all e territorial 
enlargements which she demanded, or 
@lse the alliance with the Central Pow- 
ers would suffer. 


The Preporec, organ of M. Malinoff, 
the present Bulgar Prime Minister, pub- 
lished on June 4, 1918, an article en- 
tled *‘ The Thing That Irritates Us," 
wherein this state of mind is exhibited 
with singular clearness. The closing 
words of the article are extremely sig- | ond 
nificant and characteristic: ** We do not 
doubt our own. future, but we cannot 
Conceal’ the fact that the future of our 
allies is questionable.’’ 

‘This plainly shows that the principles 
proclaimed by the United States have 
by no means influenced Bulgarian poli- 
tics, but that questions of territorial ag- 
grandizement were the original cause of

Central Empires Must Be Broken 

Up and Revenues Administered. 
To the Editor of. The New' York Times: 

Crime’ and punishment. go. inseparable— 
that is a mofal’law. The crime of this 
world war, with all its terrible ¢onse- 
quences, hag been deliderately com- 
mitted. by. Germany and: Austria. Dut- 
ing these..four years the Allies have 
tried, at. the sacrifice of millions of lives 
and billions..of. dollars, to defend inno- 
cent peoples and to subdue ‘the criminal 
Hun armies, ‘This great and grave task. 
is about being.-fulfilled. Insolent and 
cynical Might is. being restrained, and 
Right is about to be re-established, and 
even to be ‘recognized by the Huns 
themselves.

My husband is an officer inthe navy, 
at present on shore: duty. in NewYork; 
as he-has no time to- find- accommoda- 
tions, I have tried to do so for him, 
going to endless places—only to find 
hotel prices impossible for his. pay and 
boarding houses mostly unwilling to take 
any one Hable to léave at any moment. 

As many people are so anxious to-do 
war. work,. why is it not. possible to get, 
some. unused. building, such as the old 
St. Denis Hotel, and rent rooms for offi- 
cers only? The sailors and soldiers, I 
find, are well cared for by the churches, 
&c., but when an officer appears up goes 
the price, making it impossible for junior 
officers to live on their pay, especially 
if they have ‘ean and children to sup- 
port. 

Let me bring ‘es the public mind a 
couple of facts not generally known: 

(a) The pay of the officers of the army 
and navy has not been a sa since 
1908. 

(b) The pay can only be ohsdiana by 
legislation, and the regulations state that 
**no person in the army or navy shall at- 
tempt directly or ‘indirectly to influence 
legislation in respect to the army or 
navy.’” 

So we have got ‘‘our heroes’ both 
coming and gojng—they cannot quit 
(even if they so desired) and they can- 
not ask for a raise.

More Part-Time Workers 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

This country is calling for better work 
and more workers. More part-time po- 
sitions ‘would help meet both these ends. 
Wé have almost no paid work in the 
busiiess world that is not full time, but 
wehave many people who could work 
well half of the day’and are now un- 
employed, and there aré many reasons 
why such work is often of a better 
quality than full time. 

“ Not all men can work well the same 
‘numbet. of hours a day. There is the 
person who works with great intensity, 
who ‘throws himself into his job. He is 
generally one of our best workers’ and 
it is impossible that he should keep up 
this strain as long as the easy-going 
man. Many women work this way, 
and it is ‘one reason why, when forced 
to work long hours, they give out soon. 
We are thus not getting the advantage 
of the intense worker and we are get- 
ting the disadvantage of the tired’ man. 
‘He clogs the wheels; he does not: merely 
slow.. work. but ase! hinders other 

people. 

: We believe that a ‘‘ change of work is 
rest.” Are we using this? If we are, 
why do we feel that the person who 
divides his time between two. occupa- 
tions, such as study and earning a liv- 
ing,’ is not te be ‘desired in business? 
Atipresent there are no positions open 
for him unless he can do full-time work 
plus his study. Of course this usually 
ends in, poor work for both employer 
and teacher. Why not shorten his hours 
80. that he can both work and study 
well? 

*But quality is not all the country 
needs. How are we going to increase 
the quantity of our workers? These 
are needed as soon as possible. Where 
can we get men and women to carry on 
the country’s business this Winter? 
Why have we not yet even asked for 





the men, but more often the women, 
who can only take a part-time position? 





There .are thousands and thousands 


of trained married and unmarried wo- 


men who would be only too glad of 


half-time employment. They cannot be 
spared from home all day. In many 


cases they are soldiers’ wives and sis- 


ters, who, now that~ husbands and 
brothers aré away, need the money. 


Besides, there are many people whose 


circumstances in life allow them to work 
eight hours per day, but whose health 


or age forbids it: Some do it, and fill 


the world with poor, tired, and worn- 
out: workers; 
do it, and from their ranks we ought 
today to gain many first-class part-time 
assistants. 

Then there are the students,those who 
hope to do some day more valuable 
work than they are capable of now. 
Should not the college student, the 
music, the art, and the business student 
who does not actually enter the service 
of the country, have. the privilege of 
working in some paid war industry half 


of each day? This request is especially: 


for women. They are needed for work 
in their home cities. There are many 
of them, and they are trained workers. 
Not only do they desire to help, but 
they need the money. Some even have 
to be given scholarships because they 
cannot get part-time work. We can 
ask them to give up their studies al- 
together, but lately we are deciding this 
is poor economy. The country may need 
them in their trained capacity some day. 

The professional man is today almost 
the only worker who can arrange his 
own hours and probably this class takes 


more interest in its work than any other.- 


Why dv+s the business world still recog- 
nize a day of but one length? ‘the fuil- 
time student.is now far outnumbered by 
his friend who can only give a part of 
his days to study. This has been a suc- 
cess, then why not part time employ- 
ment?

are also siding with the German oppres- 
sors. 

We, who have been born and raised in 
the Baltic Provinces, can assure you that 
the Letts as a nation are true to the cause 
of the Allies, that the majority of those. 
Letts reported as siding',with the anarch- 
ists are Germans masquerading as Letts, 
and that, through spreading these false 
rumors about Letts, the Germans hope to 
subdue them by arousing the Allies against 
them. 

The haughty behavior of the Baltic Ger- 
man landowner toward. the Leitish peasant 
has instilled into the Letts a deep hatred 
which will vanigh only when Lett and Ger- 
man will be on equal footing; and such 
equality the Letts surely can not éxpect 
in a German-ruled Lettonia. 

The energy and perseverance ‘through 
whieh the Letts have transformed im- 
passable moors and barren sand dunes 
into fertile fields and gardens. will help 
them to throw off the Germans’ ‘yoke in 
time, but never will the Lett stretch out 
his hand to a German conqueror.

‘the League of Nations. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The very searching question as to the 
future disposition of .the German colo- 
nies, put by Judge Lacombe in his letter 
that is printed in your paper of Oct. 12, 
will require’ sooner, or later an official 
reply. Perhaps it may he pertinent to 
offer a suggestion as to what that reply 
might be. 

Why should not the German colonies, 
together with other undeveloped portions 
of the €arth's surface, which under or- 
dinary circumstances would become a 
prey to that form of colonization Las 
is really only economic exploitation; be 
placed under the administrative control 
of the coming League of Nations, and 
be administered .by. organs of that 
league solely im the Interest: of the iIn- 
habitants of these territories? To. re- 
turn the German colonies to German 
sovereignty is unthinkable in view both 
of the use which the Imperial German 
Government has made of its power over 
these territories in the past, and of the 
effect upon the Union of South Africa 
and the Commonwealth of Australia of 
any such, proposal, 

On the other hand, to permit them to 
become mere dereticts in the world ts 
equally impossible. A practicable course 
seems therefore the one that is now pro- 
posed, namely their control by the’ or- 
gans of a League of Nations and their 
administration in the sole interest of 
their own” inhabitants with a view to 
improving their physical, menial, moral, 
Léconomic, and political conditions so 
that sooner or later they will become 
self-governing peoples. 

he Constitution of the United States 
recognizes territory belonging to ‘the 
United States, and provides (Article 
IV., Section 3) that “‘ the Congress shall 
have power to dispose of and make all 
needful rules and regulations respect- 
ing the territory or other property be- 
longing to the United States.’' Why 
should not the organic act constituting 
a League of Nations contain a similar 
provision? ~ 

In this connection it may be worth 
while to examine the experience of. the 
European Commission of the Danube 
established by Article XVI. of the 
Treaty of. Paris of 1856; and by the 
Public act of Nov. 2, 1865. This experi- 
ment {in international administration of- 
fers some suggestions of value for the 
future. An article descriptive of this 
experiment,. by Edward Krehbiel, is 
centained in the number of Interna- 
tional Conciliation;, published. by the 
American Association for International 
Conciliation. for October, 1918.

In 
the face of such facts Is it to be won- 
dered at that one hears increasingly 
upon all sides the opinion expressed that 
the present disease is a German war 
measure? 

Let the curse be called the German 
plague. Let every child learn to asso- 
ciate what is accursed with the word 
German, not in the spirit of hate but in 
the spirit of contempt born of the hate- 
ful truth which Germany has proved 
herself to be. Hate, said the great 
Goethe, injures no one; it is contempt 
that caste men down.

‘he first thing we did in Petrograd 
Was to divide the city into four zones, 
' @ach of which had a clearing house for 
infermation concerning the epidemic,” 
said Dr. Iogolevitch. ‘‘ The physicians 
im each zone were required to. report two 
hours daily at the clearing house in 
order to be available for call. The pub- 
le ‘was notified that in case of illness 
‘@ telephone call to the clearing house 
in their zone would bring a physician. 
“After spending two hours at the 
dlearing house, the physician returned 
to his own office and attended. te.his 
. private patients. If we were swamped 
with telephone calls for physicians, we 
knew exactly wheré to place our hands 
’ on them, for we were also {in posses- 
sion of .the telephone numbers of the 
Physicians in the various zones and their 
office. hours. This plan worked ad- 
-mirably. 
. “We impressed on the populace thet 
any one with a temperature above nor- 


mal was obliged to call in a doctor, In-‘ 


spectors of ‘the building ‘department 
visited all houses. and factories, and if 
-unsanitary conditions were discovered, 
the janitors or superintendents were ar- 
rested and fined. Spitting on the 
streets was forbidden. Any citizen had 
the power of arrest in such cases and 
offenders were fined, - 

' ™ All influenza ebete were tsolated and 
an attempt was-made to have a suffi- 
clent number of nurses on hand for 
every—- emergency. <A law was put on 
the statute books making it a misde- 
meanor for an influenza sufferer to 
leave his home and: go outdoors before 
permission was obtained from the at- 
tending physician.  « 

‘fhe children in the ices were ex- 
amined. twice a month and in a school 
where several cases wefe found the 
ehHdren were sent home and the build- 
ing was disinfeeted.’’. 

Dr. Iogolevitch insists that to charac- 
terize the influenza. epidemic. as 
* Spanish influenza’ is arbitrary dnd 
incorrect. He considers it mofe proper 
to call the prevailing form of influenza, 
not ‘‘ Spanish,’’: but ‘‘ pulmonary.”’ 


"“ Bverybody knows. that it @ person 
has a high temperature, feels general in- 
disposition, pains in the bones, com- 
Plains of pains in the muscles, we) say 
he has influenza, provided, of course, 
we do not find some other specific 
symptoms. Influenza in light degree is 
often passed by the sick pergon outside 
of bed, but if it is neglected ‘it may lead 
to grave consequdnces, such, for in- 
stance, as pneumonia, affection of the 
organs of digestion, paralysis of a group 
of muscles, &c. 

“ Two epidemics of influenza in ‘Petro- 
grad gave the largest percentage of the 
sick whose respiratory organs were af- 
fected. Of all -the sickness reported, 
from 30 to 35 per cent. was influenza of 
the respiratory organs. .This was during 
the Fall, when ‘rains, 
winds, absence of sun, .and general 
dampness in the. atmosphere contributed 
to the contraction of colds and. the 
spread of all kinds of microbes. f 

‘One epidemic of influenza. under my 
observation, in which the fatal cases 
reached from 10 to 12 per cent., oc- 
curred in Southern Russia during a hot 
spell, when people used large quantities, 
of liquids, especially water, and when 
they ate a good deal of raw vegetables 
and fruit. These sufferers were affected 
by pains in the digestive organs,. ter- 
rible colics, cutting pains in the lower 
part of the. abdomen, vomiting, diar- 
rhoea. This was coupled with increased 
temperature ond progressing weakness. 

* At the beginning of the epidemic we 
thought we were dealing with dysentery 
or typhoid.. Some physicians thought it 
was an epidemic of gastric fever. 
Thanks to laboratory investigation and 
clinical observation, we came’ to the 
conclusion that we had to dp with an 
epidemic of influenza, with the conse- 
quent pathological symptoms on the part 
of the ‘intestinal cana]. Strict sanitary 
measures quickly suppressed new cases 
of illness. 

"The same syinptoms o¢curred in an 
epidemic of influenza I observed in the 
Russian army in Manchuria at the time 
of the Japanese-Russian war. ‘This epi- 
demic also occurred in Summer, when 
there was a great consumption of. raw 
fruit and vegetables. 

“On the Riviera in Nice, where there 
is a sharp Contrast between the high 
temperature of the day d the low 
temperature of the night, I happened to 
be present during an epidemic of in- 
fluenza, with the symptoms on the side 
of the throat. 

“‘ Here in the United States, where the. 
arrival of Fall is so noticeable in the 
houses which are unheated, it seems 
natural that the influenza epidemic 
should produce more affections of the 
respiratory organs.’’ y 

Dr. Iogolevitch was asked whine sug- 
gestions he might make as to the treat- 
ment of the epidemic in this country. 

‘“‘ Thanks to the public health officials 
of this country, you appear to be on 
the eve of the practical application of 2. 
vaccine for the destruction of the in- 
fluemza bacillus,” he said.

-pirin, phenacetin and pyromidon; more 


often in“B-eombined formula. depending 
on the condition of the patient and his 
constitution. When the heart is weak 
it is always nece to give caffein, 
and for nervous ‘patients attacked by in- 
In 
the localities where malaria is preva- 
lent quinine -should be given. 

‘* As influenza is an infectious disease, 
and, together with pneumonia, still more 
so, the first thing to do should be to 
isolate the patient. As for prevention of 
the disease, it would be well to forbid 
all meetings where crowds congregate, 
if not entirely, as fardés possible. Schools 
where even a single case occurs should 
be dismissed. and the rooms disinfected. 
Barracks, premises of Government ¢s- | 
tablishments, theatres, subway trains, 
elevated trains, and street cars should 
be disinfected twice a week. - Front and 
rear doors of elevated and subway trains 
should not be opened because of the crea- 
tion of drafts sweeping through the cars 
and carrying the germs with them. 
Windows on opposite sides of cars should 
not be opened. ‘The windows or ven- 
tilators on either the right or left hand 
sides 5 6 e cars should be operied, not 
beth sides, : 

‘“* Homes should be heated. The public 
should be made acquainted with the dis- 
ease through lectures, printed pamphlets, 
newspapers, and by the medium of 
speakers who may. visit workshops where 
large numbers. of people are employed. 
These volunteer speakers, need not’ be. 
medical men, but intelligent persons who ; 
in a short time may be taught the néces- 
sary fundamentals of the disease and 
who would be able-to give advice along 
‘élementary lines, such as not to.cough 
or sneezé without a. handkerchief, &c. 
Special lectures for physicians and se- 
nior medical students should be given in, 
the hospitals and medical schools. Pam- 
philets should be printed in large quan- 
tities warning the public of -the nature 
and these pamphlets 
should be distributed in the workshops 
and should be on hand at railroad sta- 
tiong,- hotels, and other public places.” 


For -three years Dr. Iogolevitch was 
at the’ Russian front, and when the 
revolution broke out he found himself 
in the Ukraine. For aiding hunted of- 
ficers to escape from the -Bolsheviki he 
was condemned to die, but escaped from 
a’ cell where he had been incarcerated 
for three days. , With the assistance of 
fellow Ukrainians he escaped to Pet- 
‘rograd and then to Siberia, where for 
a time he was with Gencral Semenoff’s 
army. General Semenoff appointed him 
to head:a commission to stamp out the 
typhus epidemic itn the’ army. 

When Dr. Iogolevitch reached this 
country. he joined his sixteén-year-old 
son Paul, who ran away from the. Pet- 
rograd Conservatory, .where he was 
studying the violin when the war broke 
out, and joined the army. For numet- 
ous acts of bravery the boy was deco- 
rated with the diamond star, the high- 
est’ gift in the former Czar’s. power to 
bestow. Corporal Paul’s three war 
crossés were presented to him for ‘scout 


work. During the ‘truce on the.Russian 
front Corporal Paul frequently went to 
the German trenches, clad in the garb 
of a poor boy, and while playing for 
the Germans was able to obtain infor- 





mation for his country.

ing power than any other force Ger- 
many has yet had in the field and 
was admirably equipped with the me- 
chanics of war and with ‘supplies of 
all kinds. The German Army which 
struck the French along the Ailette 
several months later was in no sense 
inferior. It does not seem possible 
that such a force, with its. effective 
material, should be beaten and prac- 

» tleally put out.of action within three 
months—and it was just three months 
ago last Friday that the allied of- 
fensive began. On the contrary, it 
may very well be that the German 
Army will prove itself to be still -a 
most formidable force, 
fighting a most desperate defensive 
battle. Certainly our men, who are 
second to no soldiers in Burope, are 
‘finding the Germans eee oppo- 
nents. 

The Allies" gains in territory during 
these months have been most impres- 
aive. We have smashed the strongest 
defensive positions that the Germans 
held. We have taken prisoner at least 
10 per cent, of their total number, and 
have captured 25 per cent. of their 
“artillery. But, just as there. used to 
appear in these columns the ‘state- 
ment that the occupation of territory 
Was not the main function of armies 
at war, so it may be:-said now that the 
recovery of a relatively small propor- 
tion: of the ground which Germany 
overran is not the test of victory. We 
must destroy, capture, or disperse the 
German Army. Otherwise we seen 
not defeat Germany. 

* It. will be a strong German Army 
that will finally fall back ‘of the Meuse. 
If we beat that army there we can 
ave what we ask. Germany is ready 
now for a bargain. .She wants to 

' trade. 
‘she were fighting a delaying -fight un- 
tii Winter, when the fighting season 
will come to an end. The months be- 
tween the-close of. Fall and the 
begining of Spring she probably in- 
tends to devote.to her peace offensivg. 

Bvery trick’ that the -treachero 
German mind can conceive will be 
used; no stone. left unturned.

The 
other .was the first-class metaled road 
from Damascus to Homs. 

His cavalry immediately: took up the 
march and soon reached Homs on the 
east and Tripdéli on the coast. Be- 
tween these towns there’ is a first- 
class road, so that again his right and 
left wings were united. 


His situation now is somewhat dif- 
ferent from that with which he wdS 
faced after taking Damascus. “North 
of the Homs-Tripoli road is a maze of 
mountains with no crossroads. Com- 
munication between forces operating 
on. the coast and those along the east- 
ern highway will hardly be possible. 
After some distance the country be- 
comes fairly level, or as far north-as 
Aleppo. 

Aleppo, of course, is Allenby’s ob- 
jective. It is probabie that he will 
continue his march along the Homs- 
Aleppo road, supplying himself from 
Tripoli and Homs. - He is now only a 


short distance from Aleppo, a matter, 


of ten days’ march. -When this point 
is reached, if not before, Turkey will 
be done for. 


Just what efforts are being made 
from Serbia, where the Serbs are in 
possession of almost .all of their own 
again, to strike at ‘Turkey through 
Bulgaria ‘we have not been informed. 
We have heard nothing since the Ja- 
conic statement of the French Com-. 
mander that Turkey would be next. | 


But we may expect close co-operation | 


between the British forces in Palestine 
and the Allies in Serbia. The: point 
must be reached in the east where the 
wall of the Taurfs Mountains sepa- 
rates the Allies from Constantinople.

Then 
Germany’s réal troubles in the east 
will begin. Then Austria may feel - 
‘the nfarch of hostile feet upon ‘her soil 
and tremble. It would not, indeed, 
be surprising if Austria, like Turkey, 
seeing the collapse of Germany’s ef-- 
fort to inveigle. us into a peace con-

‘ference, will follow Bulgaria’s lead and 


make peace as soon as she is con- 
vinced that the only escape for Ger- 
mbiny from invasion of her boasted’

FUN the American Red Cross, 
on Aug. -12, 1917, organized 
its. work for the women ani 

“+. «>, ehildren of France under the 
Children’s Bureau of the Department of 
Yam Palmer Lucas, Professor of Chil- 
a@rén’s Diseases at the University of 
Califorma, as Chief, Mrs. Lucas accom- 
Panied her husband to France and joined 
in. his work. For, ten months she 
worked with him in the establishment 
of. children’s hospitals, convalescent 
. homes, nurseries,-in receiving and ¢ar- 


- ing for honieless children, ‘in finding the 


relatives. of the little ones who had lost 
their families in the terror of bombard 
ment or flight, in feeding children whc 
had been hungry for three years. 
During those months Mrs. Lucas wrot 
“Journal letters ’’: home telling of the 
work as she saw it at Evian and Bains, 
in the Chateau des Halles near Lyons, 
in Paris, at various places that could be 
set down only as ‘somewhere in 
France.'’ Some of those letters, describ- 
ing the Red Cross work for the French 
children from Mrs. Lucas’s unique van- 
tage point, have just. been published ir 
book form. (‘‘ The Children of France 
and the Red Cross”: Frederick A. 
Stokes Company.) They berin at the

work of the Children’s Bureau among 
the rapatriés at Evian, whom’ “Mrs. 
Latcas describes as follows: 

“They are the people: old men, old 
Women, a few young women, children of 
all ages, babies a few, that the Germans 
are sending back into France through 
Switzerland. These people have been in 
either Belgium or Germany since the 
Germans took their villages. Now, as 
Winter comies on, these many mouths to 
feed must be gotten rid off and so the 
Germans are sending back all those they 
are unable in any way to use in fac- 
tery, trench, or agriculture. That is 
the definition of rapatriés. 

“They are coming into. France at 
Hivian-les-Bains, on Lake Geneva, two 
trains a day, bringing 500 at a time. 
And they are leaving .Bvian- daily, in 
special convoys, to the assigned destina- 
tions in the interior of France. : 

“The little station at Evian gives you 
@ picture—no, a realization—of what war 
can mean*to the civil population that 
even a devastated village fails to give. 
The arrival of ‘the train. is most dra- 
matic. It comes slowly into view, and 
‘the crowd of rapatriés on the platforms, 

gins to cheer, and those in the train 
crowd the windows and shout and wave 
their hands, calling ‘ Vive la France! 

Vive la France!’ The doors of the train 
@re eagerly opened by nurses, our am- 
Bulance. men, Government aids, and 
members of the local committees who 
are helping. and the train empties quick- 

+ ty. The old women with their precious 
bundles are so cheerful-it breaks your 
heart. They try to smile and look ready 
for the new demands. The old men 
weem more depressed. Thére fs a final- 
ity about it all for them that you never 
forget. The children are dirty and tired, 
but excited and eager to see what is 
going to happen next. 

, “The sick and the feeble are taken to 
the ambulances in wheel chairs and on 
stretchers, and our American Red Cross 
men have a- way with them that. helps 
#0 much-with these weary people. They 
put them into the ambulances, and a big 
bus takes the smallest kiddies, and off 


, they go down the little winding street 


‘to the Casino.”’ 

“The Children’s Bureau took charge of 
the medical part of the work with the 
child rapatriés at Evian. The first thing 
that was done was to open a hospital 
of.two hundred beds for children who 
Were acutely ill. Then several convales- 
cent hospitals were established near by. 
Throughout, the American Red Cross 
has ‘worked with the French Government 
and the French people, in this, as every- 
thing else, in the closest co-operation. 
Mrs. Lucas tells about .the arrival of 
the children at the receiving station that 


‘was once the ‘‘ Casino ’’ of ‘the fashiona- 


ble watering place of Evian: 


“While the older people pass into the 
Big room adjoining, to go through the 
long careful process of registering, the 
little ones are taken up to the balcony, 
checked, and left there to be washed and 
Brushed and amused. There are. many 
tears at first; they fear to be separated 
from. their mothers, but the nurses are 
so friendly and so kind, and the boxes 
of glistening toys, on. a low table quite 
convenient for* small fingers, are so 
tempting that the battle is soon won.

“Tt was not an easy task to convert 
a rather unwieldly Summer hotel into a 
nospital quickly,. when to ‘get. supplies 
ind transportation for equipment is one 
of the most difficult of tasks; and yet 
oday we have a smoothly running hose- 
ital with seventy-five cases of - con- 
igious diseases being cared for after 
ust a month of. work. The nurses 
avoked tired but happy; they have 


waiting. for little brother, sister, or 
mother to get well at Evian. We are 
hore as friends, you know, end we must 
be friends.’’ % 

One‘ of the most interesting features 
of the hospital was the- dental clinic, 
where the American dentist had the, chil- 
dren ‘‘ hypnotized,’* as Mrs. Lucas says, 
and they bore the most difficult dental 
operations with little or no sign of pain. 
When the dentist’s equipment came, the 
chair had got lost; so the -resourceful 
American made a wonderful chair out of 
a wine barrel; and it was to the chair 
that he laughingly attributed his success 
in keeping the children so brave under 
what was often severc suffering. Mrs.

I am so glad this comfortable 
haven is here for these sick, homeless 
children. _Our.$ nurses adore so just 
cleaning them up and making, them ; 
comfortable, and these ambulance men 
give a service that can never be de- 
scribed. Many a child comes without 
tears because he has seen the twinkle 
in the eyes of the man who treats him 
like a little brother. 

“On the first floor of the hospital 
are the offices and nurses’ room, the 
dining room for the staff, and then 3 
big room for the mothers—the visiting 
It is warm and beautiful, with , 
a fine view of the Lake and Lausanne | 
in the distance, Here, every day, the } 
mothers come for an hour and are taken 
upstairs, a few at a time, to see their 
children. 

* Now, I know you are wondering 
how we can do that in a contagious 
hospital. Well, it isn’t easy, and it | 
isn’t scientific, and it has a certain | 
small risk, but it's human. These poor 
families cling to each other in a way 
difficult to describe. The women, es- 
pecially the older ones, are emotionally . 
unstrung and hysterical. They have 
paid such a heavy price for freedom, 
and these children are all they have left, 
and they cling to them with an intensity 
that breaks your heart. 

‘“‘To quarantine these children rigidly - 
is just out of the question. It would be 
the easiest way to get the best results 
medically, but our whole staff is co- 
operating in making the visiting as safe 
as possible, The mother puts on:a sterile 
robe and washes her hands and face 
thoroughly before leating the ward, and 
the hospital provides little toys to take 
to the children so as to prevent, if possi- 
ble, the giving of food to those who are 
sick. 

*“‘One thing we do insist upon, and 
that is that the children cannot be taken 
away until our Médecin-chef and the 
French Médecin-chef approve. But these 
poor people in one short month have 
learned that the American hospital is 





out quickly! ‘Out with the boche!’ 
says Dr. W., his eyes twinkling, and 
everybody stiffens, smal] hands grip the 
sides, and the ‘ trench is taken!” Really, 
you know; the dentist who can make 
himself popular with half-sick, fright- 
éned children;-is inspired. And the older 
peéple come, too, and are so grateful. 
None, of these things has been avail- 
able dir the civil population for over 
three years, and these people have suf- 
fered so many little inconveniences as 
well as the big tragedies.”’ 

At the end of November the beautiful 
Chateau des Halles, at Ste. Foy l'Ar- 
gentiére, near Lyon, was opened as a 
convalescent hospital for the: children 
from Evian. This was a fine modern 
building which had been left to the 
Lyons Hospital to be made into a chil- 
dren’s convalescent hospital; owing to 
war conditions, however, the Hospital 
Committee had been unable-to avail it- 
self of the chateau, so it was offered to 
the Red Cross free, on condition that it 
should be left fitted up as a hospital 
after the war. The Children’s Bureau 
equipped it, it was opened up in No- 
vember with ten cases, and a few weeks 
later it was caring for more than one 
hundred! 

These are some of the hospitals and 
stations which have been established 
by the American Red Cross for chfidren 
of France and of which Mrs. Lucas 
writes in her book. From all of them 
come poignant human dramas from the 
war. Here is Mrs. Lucas’s story of 
one day’s unforgettable happening at 
Evian: 

‘* Six hundred and eighty Belgian chil- 
dren arrived on the morning train. It 
was indescribable; all these little chil- 
dren, thin, sickly looking, alone;' all of 
them between the ages of 4 and 12. It 
is impossible to picture it for you. Those 
poor children calling ‘ Vive la France!’ 
then ‘ Vive la Belgique!’ for the first 
time in three years! Those of us who 
stood on the platform could only wave 
to them—cheering was impossible. * * * 

‘* Two-thirds of the children have been 
taken from their+parents because their 
fathers would not work for the Germans 
and the mothers were willing to let 


their children go rather than see them!

‘The Casino was glowing with good 
cheer; the meat was there, plenty of ‘It, 
with potatoes and hot chocolate and hot 
roasted chestnuts. How they ate! Yes, 
they just stuffed that good‘ dinner! 
They were hungry and they were chil- 
dren. I shall never forget their hands, 
little bird-like claws, so thin, and when 
they sang they waved those thetic 
little hands, I shall never forget. 

“‘And such singing! The spontaneity 
of it! As we stood watching the eager 
faces, suddenly. they, would sing, with 
all their might; those shrill little voices 
shouted out a song against the Ger- 
mans. ‘:hose songs must have been 
learned in secret, and yet every tny 
child knew every /word. When Mlle, 
G. sang their beloved ‘*.Brabanconne "’ 
for them they were apsorbedly silent un- 
til the chorus, and then such a.volume of 
song as came from those Belgian chil- 
dren! -‘ Le Roi, Ja loi, la Liberté!’ No 
one could. bear it. The French, the 
Americans, the Belgian officials who 
had come to reteive them'all stood with 
tears on their faces.. You’ seemed to be 
touching with bare hands the agony of 
those thousands of Belgian women who 
have watched their little.ones suffer for 
three years. And they were sp little, 
few over 12 years old, and such a 
small 12: : 

‘* An underfed ‘child; it.is no longer a 
phrase to us, it’s a reality. Famine 
children of Indid, I remember as a 
child, seemed too distant to be real. 
Those Belgian children, who for three 
years. have not had enough to eat, have 
a look about them that makes you ache; 
it's so wrong; and then you stiffen. 
You feel that you will fight for a hun- 
dred years, if necessary, to prove such 
methods wrong! "’ 

Mrs. Lucas’s records contain mention 
of piteous things—little children maimed 
by the gift of a loaded pencil, the re- 
peated item of ‘‘ mother killed,” diseases 
caused by the conditions of indescrib- 
able filth under which children have 
been forced to live. And there is what 
she calls ‘‘-the greatest tragedy of all’”’ 
-—the young French mothtrs with Ger- 
man babies in their arms. There was 
one sick child of 15 with a year-old 
German baby. ‘There were four young 
married women who came on the same 
day to leave their boche babies in the 
hospital—they were rapatriés all, and 
for each a soldier husband was waiting 
in France. There was a woman of 28, 
‘“‘ practically dying of tuberculosis,’’ 
with four children clinging to her: 
Laure, a pale girl of 8; Albert, 5 years 
old; Albertina, 4 years old, and a baby 
15 months old. Laure explained that 
this little Jules was her mother’s baby— 
not her brother, but a boche. ; 

‘“‘The quiet scorn. of that eight-year- 
old girl,”’ adds\ Mrs. Lucas, ‘‘ cut you 
like a knife. The poor mother is the 
saddest victim I have seen. 

*“*It isn’t Just the fact of illegitimacy. 
It’s the awful bitterness and hatred that 
is behind such scenes,’’ she continues. 
‘“T look at the poor babies, who are so 
helpless and pathetic, and I think I have 
never seen anything more shocking; but 
oh, the mothers! That any human being 


has been forced into such a hideous 


struggle is what is so hard to bear. 
And there you are. But one great, big 
fact remains, that the power that 
brought this on a peaceful world has got 
to be crushed, now.” : 

On one fact concerning the rapatriés, 
Mrs. Lucas is most emphatic. After de- 
scribing the treatment given at ‘‘ Annex 
Gordon "’ in Evian to the great numbers 
suffering from vermin and consequent 
skin diseases, she explains: 

“I know that by this time you are 
thinking that this process must be a 
dreadful one, and that only the lowest 
classes. among the _ rapatriés are’ ever 
sent to the Annex Gordon.

“I love this army of ours that has 
come to. help and doesn’t forget the 
children,’ she says. And she tells a 
story of ohne company—one of many 
groups—that adopted a French boy. The 
men wrote: 

‘* Company G met Haster morning. We 
; Want to adopt a little boy of'6 with blue 
: eyes, the son of a man who fell. at Ver- 
dun.”’ 
| - It was easy enough to find such a 
‘child, dnd his photograph and history 
were sent to Company G. In writing, 
‘the worker for the Children’s Bureau 
chanced to mention the fact that little 
Henri had two brothers and two sisters,

yes, to your wounded men from out the 
blue; yes, to the women and children 
from bombed villages. * * * Twenty- 
two million people behind the needs of 
our boys here for hospital care and 
Is it any wonder they walk 
these little streets of France with a 
confidence that is contagious, that has 
quickened these little towns with fresh 
courage and hope? 


" “T can’t help writing this. I am so 
afraid the home people won’t be told 
often cnough what their Red Cross 
means over here; every one is so busy 
doing the work that few write of this 
feeling. I was talking with a French 
social worker the other day of the war 
and the different terrible crises they 
have passéd through ‘and the plight of 
the civilian population, and she said: 
‘For us there has always been the 
miracle. Since the Marne we know 
that, however black the clouds, the 
miracle will happen. That’s what we

Four Kinds of Government Proposed. for 
~ the Little Balkan State, Now Being 
‘Evacuated by the Austrians 


By C. A. CHEKVEZI, 


Bermerty Secretary of the International 
re Commission of Control. 


HE Austrians are evacuating the 
4 northern and central districts of 
me Albania, which they have occu- 
/ ~ pled. for more than two years, ac- 
cording to the official announcement is- 
— the Government of Vienna on 
o 
. “We have withdrawn our divisions 
from Albania. This was rendered neces- 
@ary by events on the Bulgarian front. 
‘Berat fell into the hands of the enemy 
{tie Italian troops] without a fight,” 
the Austrian war bulletin states. 
Simultaneously with the announced re- 
(‘tirement of the Austrian troops came the 
‘news of the bombardment of Durazzo, 
the Austrian naval base in Albania, 
lately capital of the Albanian Kingdom, 
by American, British, and Italian war- 
ships. It is to be’ noted that this is the 
first time American forces have come 
inte contact with part of the enemy 
‘Worces there and have taken a hand in 
the militarv operations. 
Moreover, Rome officially announced 
that “Italian troops in Albania began 
em Tuesday [Oct. 1] an energetic ad- 
Vance between the Adriatic Sea and the 
Ovum," and on Oct. 9 [last Wednesday] 
Rome’added that Italian troops had en- 
tered and passed Elbasan, one of the 
chief Albanian towns, had dispersed the 
enemy northwest of the Lyushna River 
and were advancing on the road to 
Kavaya, with the threat of cutting off 
. the retreating Austrian forces and mak- 
ing impossible a successful withdrawal. 
Despite the seeming conflict which ex- 
ats between the Austrian announce- 
ment, which states that ‘‘ we have with- 
drawn our divisions from Albania,’’ and 
the Italian daily communiqués, which 
point to continuous engagements with 
the retreating enemy, the conclusion to 
te drawn from all these reports is that 
Albania is going to be freed soon from 
the last vestiges of Austriah domina- 
tion, to be thrown open to the advance 


of the allied armies, the bulk of which 
consists of the Italian expeditionary 
forces in Albania. 

In forcibly taking leave of Albanian 
territory the Austrians leave behind 
them a perilously exasperated popula- 
tion, which they have lulled with lies 

/ and deceitful promises and in whose 
hearts they aroused unsatisfied hopes 
and expectatiors. / 

On entering the Albanian territory 
Auring the Summer of 1915 the Austrian 
commanders had been authorized by 
their Government to proclaim to the Al- 
banians that they were coming in as 
allies and friends, and that Austria 
would see to it that they had an inde- 
pendent national government extending 
to the ethnographical frontiers of Al- 
bania. The Austrians found the Alba- 
nians still mourning for the loss of their 
Independence and chafing at the con- 
stant interference of Serbia and Monte- 
negro with the remnant of the Albanian 
principality. 

What was, then, more easy for the 
Austrians than to appeal to the irresist- 
{ble craving of the Albanians for liberty, 
anion, and independence for the whole 
Albanian race, just as is gras did in 
regard to the Italians?: 

Boon the time came when ‘inintehs, had : 
already solidified her position in Al- 
bania and the impatient Albanians re- 
minded her of her engagements. Lord 
Byron has credited the Albanian with 
having never turned his back to a foe 
er broken his faith to a friend, and the 
Albanian naturally requires that his 
friend, too, should not break faith. Mili- 
tary necessity or the existence of a state . 
of war are no convincing arguments for | 
the Albanian. Once promised, it must be 
done, he believes. 

As Austria was procrastinating in re- 
gard to the fulfillment of her promises 
the Albanians broke into a state of open | 
rebellion against the Austrians during | 
the Winter of 1915-16. What incensed 
still more, and drove the inhabitants | 
ef Northern and Central Albania into 
an unequal struggle against Austria was 
her attitude toward King Constantine of | 
Greece. 

' At the time when Austria occupied | 
the northern and central districts of 
Albania the troops of King Constantine 
‘were in possession of Southern Albania. 
It was naturally the duty and the wish 





of the rest of the Albanians to rush on |: 


to the aid of their southern brethren. 
But Austria vetoed all plans for the lib- 
eration of Southern Albania. The Al- 
banian troops mutinied, and some of 
them went over to the Allies. 

In the face of such a perilous situa- 
tion General Pflanzer-Baltin, Austrian 





military commander of Albania, issued 
en March 9, 1916, with the authorization 
ef his Government, a solemn proclama- | 
tion. In it he declared that Austria 
meant to make good her promises, that 
a national Albanian Government was to 
be formed, and that Albania was to! 
win very shortly’ her ethnographical , 
frontiers with the military assistance | 
and under the protection of the Austrian | 
Bmpire. 

Despite this proclamation, which, on 
the other hand, proved to be nothing 
better than a scrap of’paper, the agi-| 
tation and restlessness of the Albanians 
Went on growing every day, and the| 
Austrians have succeeded in keeping 
them down by the stermest measures and 
by wholesale executions. It is reported 
that in the months: of November and 
December, 1916, alone about, 100 Alba- 
nian chieftains and officers were exe-! 
cuted. A great number of prominent 
Albanians and several leaders of the) 
nationalistic movement are still interned | 
in Austria. 

Jt is very natural, then, that the Alba- | 
mians will not now let slip away the | 
opportunity of striking back at Austria, 
provided, of course, that they have not 
been disarmed. 

What is more conceivable and surely 
te be expected is that upon the with- 
drawal of the Austrian divisions the 
Albanians will take matters into their 
own hands and provide tor their near 
future, 

I have a good many reasons to believe 
that if chance would be given between 


‘the withdrawal of the Austrian Army |- 


and the northward march of the allied 
armies, the Albanians would form a na- 
_ tienal independent Government of their 
_ pwn, if they have not already done so. [ 
f y have all the means and the ma- 





ment were overtaken in Scutari at the 
time of the occupation of the city by 
the Austrians. A well organized army 
will promptly be at’the disposal of the 
new Government, and an efficient ad- 
ministrative organization is near at 
hand. 

In that case the Albanians would au- 
tomatically fall into line with the Dn- 
tente Allies, which they would reinforce 
by the addition of some half a dozen 
divisions composed of the hardest fight- 
ers in the Balkans. 

But independently of the question 
whether the Albanians will or will not 
be able to form a Government of. their 
own upon the retirement of the Aus- 
trians, comes the 'main question of 
what is to be done with the whole of 
Albania upon her occupation by the al- 
lied armies. 

The victorious march of the allied 
troops into Serbia is opening the way 
for the re-establishment. of the Serbian 
Government on its own national terri- 
tory, wherein it will exercise the at- 
tributes! of sovereignty just as it did be- 
fore its invasion by the Teutons. And 
so with Montenegro. 

But are the Albanians going to receive 
the same treatment? Are they going to 
be allowed to re-establish their Govern- 
ment, barring, of course, even the event- 
uality of the return of the Prince of 
Wied? Is that Government to be given 
the right of the full exercise of sover- 
eign rights? Should the Albanians be 
treated differently from the Serbians 
and the Montenegrins? 

It goes to’ the credit of British diplo- 
macy, and of Mr. Balfour in especial, 
that the national rights of Albania have 
been officially mentioned. His Majesty’s 
Foreign Secretary declared before the 
Commons on Feb. 20, 1918, that the 
British Government would be glad to see 





that the rights of the Albanian nation- 
ality were safeguarded, Furthermore, 
honorable mention. should be made of 
the war program of the British Labor 
Party, which provides for the evacuation 
and restitution of Albania. 

Italy, on the other hand, has been pro- 
fuse in official declarations and decisive 
actions in regard to Albania. This would 
imply that the Government of Rome has 
been actually empowered by the rest of 
her allies to deal almost exclusively 
with Albanian affairs. Probably this is 
due to the fact that Italy professes to 
have a lot of vital interests to protect on 
the other side of the Adriatic Sea. 

These vital interests principally con- 
cern the question of what State shall be 
in possession of the Albanian coast, or 
of the most important part of that coast, 
which is the Bay of Valona. This ‘‘ key 
to the Adriatic Sea,’’ as it is generally 
considered, contains one of the best nat- 
ural bays in Europe and is only seventy- 
two miles away from the Italian coast 
of Otranto. Austria is actuated by sim- 
ilar desires’and intentions in regard to 
Allomia, her position on the Adriatic be- 
ing more precarious than that of Italy. 

It is in view of this pecullar config- 
uration of the Albanian coast that Italy 
and Austria provided in 1900 that in 
case of the Ottoman Empire’s being dis- 
rupted the two powers should jointly 
guarantee the independence and integ- 
rity of Albania, so that the Albanian 
coast and the key to the Adriatic would 
be in the hands of the Albanian State. 
This case arose during the first Balkan 
war, in 1912, when the Balkan allies 
sought to partition Albania among 
themselves. Italy and Austria inter- 
vened, and the Albanian State was 
created. But the intervention followed 
a proclamation of independence which 
was made by the Albanians themselves. 











When Italy entered the war the Gov-,|, 
ernment of Rome ‘declared that one of 
the war aims of Italy was the re-estab- 
lishment of the independence and integ- 
rity of Albania. é 

Im pursuance of «is policy, Italian 
troops were ordered to expel the army 
of King Constantine from Southern Al- 
bania. This was done during the Sum- 
mer of 1916, and ever since the southern 
territories have been in the possession 
of Italy. During this occupation the 
Italian military authorities have seal- 
ously endeavored to create something of 
an order out of the ruins and devasta- 
tion the Greek troops had left behind 
them. They established subordinate Al- 
pbanian civil authorities and loyally co- 
operated with them in ¢arrying out a 
series of sorely needed improvements, in 
establishing Albanian schools where the 
national as well as the Italian language 
are taught, and in giving aid and com- 
fort to needy refugees whom Greek 
atrocities had left homeless and starv- 
ing. 

This action of Italy in Albania is high- 
ly praised by ‘General Scriven of the 
American Army staff, who lately re- 
turned from a tour he made in the deso- 
late Albanian provinces. 

On June 3, 1917, General Giacinto Fer- 
rero, Commander of the Italian Expedi- 
tionary Forces tn Albarifa, read a proc- 
lamation before a great gathering of the 
native population at Arghyrocastro, the 
provisional capital of the occupied prov- 
inces. By that proclamation he declared, 
in the name of the Royal Government 
of Rome, the independence and unity of 
Albania. 

Within a short time the whole of Al- 
banian territory will be in the hands of 
the Entente Allies. It may therefore be 
necessary to provide Albania with some 
kind of government in expectation of 
the final settlement of the Balkan ques- 
tion, or it may appear advisable to dis- 
pose at once of the status of Albania. 

Four plans of government for Albania 
are already to the fore. Let us examine 
each of them separately: 

Partisans of popular democracy advo- 
cate the plan of a republican Albania. 
But Albania lacks, the political experi- 
‘ence that gradually conduces to the con- 
ception of a welll regulated democracy 
through the development of the political 
faculties of the individual citizen. De- 
spite the repugnance one should feel to- 
ward dynasties and their paraphernalia, 
one should equally think that it is 
enough for the world to have witnessed 
the pathetic struggles of precocious re- 
publics in Central and South America. 

Friends of Essad Pasha would like to 
see him President of the Albanian Re- 





public. In am editorial article in THe 
New Yore Timea, published on Oct. 4, it 
was stated that the Albanian Kingdom 
‘" lasted long enough to demonstrate that 
Albanian politics consists chiefly of 
BHssad Pasha and of the bellicose -dispo- 
sition of the inhabitants.’’ But ‘the hey- 
day of Hsasad Pasha’s career A sha 
is now over, 

The second plan of Se a is to 
place another Prince, preferably of 
Latin blood and parentage, on the 
throne of Albania. It has been rumored 
for a long time that the Duke of 
Abruzali, cousin to the King of Italy, 
Was dn aspirant to the Albanian throne, 
but the report lacks confirmation. The 
same haé been said in regard to a well- 
known French Prince. 

A limited constitutional monarchy on 
a reformed Belgian pattern, would ac- 
cord with the established régime in the 
Balkans. 

Statesmen and - publicists who have 
studied more or less intimately the 
actual conditions and needs of Albania 
are in favor of a transitory régime. They 
propose that, instead of the establish- 
ment of a republican régime, the Al- 
banians should have a chancé to breathe 
and come to. This could be done by 
the institution, it is asserted, of a High 
Commission for the nation; and it is 
maintained that the Albanians would be 
glad to have as their provisional ruler 
aman of well known ability and ad- 
ministrauve experience, particularly an 
American, for they feel confident that 
under an American High Commissioner 
their country will thrive and prosper. 

Since General Ferrero declared the 
independence of Albania ‘‘ under the 
shield and protection of Italy,’’ the 
notion has been current in some quar- 
ters that the phrase meant an Italian 
protectorate over Albania. At the time 
of the proclamation, the late Terest- 
chenko, then Foreign Minister in the 
government of M. Kerensky, made a 
formal protest against the establishment 
of an Italian protectorate over Albania. 
Similar protests were also heard in the 
House of Commons and in: the French 
Chamber of Deputies. 

In the same editorial of Tue New 
York Times, referred to above, with 
regard to Essad Pasha, we also find 
the following statement: 

When the Italian Government pro- 
claimed the independence of Albania 
under an Italian protectorate, it point- 
ed the way to the solution which will 
give most general satisfaction, for 
whatever powers of self-government 
and self-restraint the Albanians may 
develop, they can hardly be left. with- 
out a guiding hand just at present.

HEATRES in Jugoslav. cities 

have not been closed on account 

[ of the war. , On the contrary, 
théy are running to capacity 
audiences, and are making more money 
than ever. There:is a deep significance 
in this fact, for the Jugoslav playhouses 
are not merely places of amusement, but 
are political and educational centres. 
The fact that the Germans and Magyars 


/have not closed them down altogether 


means that they have not dared to stifle 
this expressioh of nation feeling. 

Jugoslav theatres are highly demo- 
cratic. They are subsidized by the Gov- 
ernment and are not dependent upon 
‘“‘long runs’’ for their prosperity. <As 
a matter of fact, they are so well 
patronized that they are practically 
self-supporting and often make money 
for the State Treasury. There are four 
principal national theatres, located in 
the cities of Zagreb, Osijek, Ljubljana, 
and Belgrade. Besides this, four or five 
smaller ones also have support from the 
State or from ‘their community. Ten 
or twelve traveling theatres go from 
town to town, staying about a week in 
a place. These traveling companies are 
usually self-supporting, but if they fail 
to meet expenses in any given town they 
appeal to the town council, and their

deficit is made up from the municipal 
funds. 

Every theatre in Jugoslavia is a rep- 
ertory theatre. No matter how success- 
ful a piece has been, it is never given 
more than ten or fifteen times in a 
season. About 300 formances are 
given each year by the company; and 
from thirty to thirty-five plays are pro- 
duced. At least a third of the nights 
are given over to classical drama, with 
special emphasis .on the works of 
Shakespeare. The dramatic masterpieces 
of all the nations are played: English, 
French, Russian, and German. . Only 
the Magyar plays are not given. The 
Jugosilavs do not like the Magyars. 

Patriotism is the keynote of the native 
Jugoslav plays. <A strong current of 
nationalism runs through all the works 
of Count Ivo Vojnovich, Jugoslavia’s 
greatest poet-dramatist. His pieces are 
national tragedies, built out of historical 
material. Most of them deal with the 
decline and destruction of the Serbian 
empire at the Battle of Kossovo, and 
look forward!to a rebirth of a greater 
Jugoslavic State. 

Vojnovich’s playS were passed by the

It was on the pleg éf ‘‘ military neces- 
sity ’’ that Germdny overran and over- 
whelmed Beigium, razed. her beautiful 
old buildings, sacked her towns, de- 
ported men, killed and starved women} 
and children, made a conquered province 
of what was left. It is by military 
force that Germany is being beaten out 
mow. For four .years all but one tiny 
corner of Belgium has been occupied by 
the enemy. For four years the Allies 
have not been able to oppose one se- 
rious threat to Germany’s hold on Bel- 
gium. And during those four years 
there has been little news ‘of the Bel- 
*gian.towns to reach the outside world. 
Years ago Liége was taken—and we 
heard no more of Liége. Louvain was 
burned—and no further news came from 
Louvain. Antwerp fell after a hard 
bombardment, Brussels and Bruges were 
given up, stories of terrible things came 
from Aerschot, Dinant, Alost, Termonde, 
and many towns besides; there were no- 
table battles at Charleroi and Mons, and 
then, save for occasional mention of in- 
creased fines and other details of Ger- 
man military ruk, we heard of no more 
happenings in Antwerp and Brussels and 
Bruges and the rest. We did what we 
could to feed the starving people of Bel- 
y sium. But the battle, and the hope 
“ that Hes in battle, had passed over Bel- 
gium. long ago; of those Belgian towns 
that had flamed forth so tragically in 
the war’s beginning there was no mofe 
*‘news ’’ to tell. 

Belgium has always been the most 
significant thing in the war. Now, after 
the long untold history of those years 
since the invasion, Belgiym is back, sig- 
nificant as ever, in the day's battle 
news. And whether it is because the 
Germans are deliberately heeding the 
Allies’ threats and President Wilson’s 
Warning, or because they are pausing 
for nothing in their hurried retredt, 
they are not leaving destruction behind 
them, as they did when they marched 
into and across Belgium four years 
ago. They are simply going out, and 
the Allies are going in, to be greeted 
with tears of joy, and piteous, happy, 
_ acclamation, by people who have been 
prisoners in their own land for four 
years. 

‘One of the most dramatic small bits 
of news in Ahese days of heart-stir- 

despatches was the quiet little 
statement in Thursday morning’s pa- 
pers that Belgian forces were approgch- 
ing Bruges. The item was overshad- 
Owed soon enough by the triumphant 
capture. of Ostend from the sea, and 
the British occupation of Lille. The 
next day Bruges itself was entered. But 

. the first mention of the Belgians’ ap- 
proach to the beautiful mediaeval city 
‘ Wrought a deep thrill of realization that 
the Allies were striking into the heart 
of the invaded land. For years Bruges 
~has been a part of silent ‘‘occupied 
territory.’’ Now suddenly, while the

At Louvain, before Brussels, the Bel- 
gians were defeated Aug. 19; on the 
‘20th Brussels surrendered, as a mat- 
iter of policy, .without fighting,. and 
,on the same day the Germans opened 
; fire on the forts of Namur, at the junc- 
, tion of the Meuse and the Sambre. Aug: 
;24 the German armies crossed the 
French frontier. The ‘‘ rush across Bel- 
: gium,’’ by which they were to -over- 
whelm France and capture Paris within 
: Six weeks, had taken twenty days. 


All that is ancient history now, 80 
! ancient that it is almost forgotten some- 
times in the pressure of more recent 
great events. The Belgian defense had 
| checked the German * attaque 
| bruaquée,"’ however, and history can 
‘never forget that. Meanwhile, by Aug. 
117, a British army was on the Continent, 
and the French, although they were not 
‘able to reach. the Belgians in time to 
‘help at Liége and Namur, were bring- 
‘ing their forces up for fight; French 
and Germans met in Belgium Aug. 21. 
The' French were beaten back at Charle- 
‘rol, the British retreated at Mons; the 
battle pressed back into France, over 
the land that is being liberated now. 


; The Belgian Army had fallen back to 
{ Antwerp and Termonde. On Sept. 28 
the siege of Antwerp began. According 
to the old ideas of defense, Liége was 
almost impregnable, and Antwerp even 
more nearly so. But the Germans de- 
molished the forts one by one, reached 
the city, and after a ‘thirty-six-hour 
bombargment entered it on Oct. 10. Five 
days later the Belgian Army, which 
| then numberéd about 82.000 men, took 
; its stand ‘on the Yser, linking up with 
the long Franco-British front. Belgium. 
with the exception cf the bit of land on 
the southern stretch of coast, was ‘‘ oc- 
| cupied.””..And, so far as Belgium was 
concerned;~except for the British loss 
and recapture of Ypres and some land 
about it, the ‘line of furthest German 
advance’’ differed little from the line 
| of last month. 


Of course, through all these days of 
the invasion of Belgium, there were 
memorable battles fought at places that 
will be traversed anew in the German 
defeat. The first of, these was at Hae- 
len, a village north of Liége, where a 
considerable struggle took place on Aug. 
12. Then the Germans beat back the 
Belgians at Diest, northeast of Louvain, 
on the 14th, and next day there was a 
battle at Tirlemont. At Neufchatean, 
in the Belgian Ardennes, the German 
Crown Prince defeated the French and 
beat back a counterattack on Aug. 21, | 
while another German army was fore- 
ing the Belgians to surrender to the 
north at Namur. The Germans took 
Courtrai Oct.°9, ‘Ghent Oct. 12, Bruges 
and Thielt Oct. 15; on Oct. 14 the Bel- 
gian Army, which had escaped from 
Antwerp to Ostend, left that port.. But 
through the weeks that followed there 
were sortics and battles, reports of re- 
takings fights and rumors of’ fights, 
in this corner of Belgium, near the sea 
and north of Ypres. 


Yet when we look back on those days, 
and recall the names of these and other 
Belgian towns, it. is not battles that we 
remember. Before Brussels surrendered, 
Louvain was fought over and con- 
quered; but who remembers now that 
there was such a thing as a. deci 
battle- at Louvain? When the Belgian 
Army fell back to Antwerp, one of its 
flanks rested on Termonde, and before 
the bombardment of the great port be- 
gan, the Germans fought their way into 
the nearby town of Malines; but our as- 
sociations with those names are not 
thoughts of battle at all. On Aug. 24, 
1914, the City of Louvain was burned by 
the Germans as ‘** punishment ”’ to its in- 
habitants; the beautiful old Church of 
St. Pierre was demolished, the famous 
university was burned and battered to 
pieces, its wonderful old library of rare 
books and manuscripts destroyed; the 
city was sacked, and of all the beauty 
that had been one of the rare and lovely 
things of the world, little but ruins re- 
mained. The Germans explained in care- 
ful official detail that five German offi- 
cers had been killed by civilians, who 
had fired upon the incoming soldiers 
after the surrender of the town, and 
that for this Louvain was ‘ punished.” 
It was the first horror of its kind that 
stirred the civilized world. It was one 
of the greatest. But it was far from be- 
ing the only one. The burning of Lou- 
vain opened the eyes of the world to a

new chapter jn. the history of the inva- 
sion of Belgium, 

Rumors of ‘‘ atrocities ’’ committed by 
the Germans in Belgiim became current 
sooh after the violation of the country’s 
neutrality, As-in the case of Louvain, 
the German official communications ad- 
mitted ‘‘ punishment,’’ and charged that 
the Belgian citizens were firing-upon the 
invading soldiers. The German Emperor 
even sent a pleading communication on 
Aug. 7 to President Wilson, asking that 
he use his influence to protect the Ger- 
man armies from the unlawful attacks 
of Belgian francs-tireurs. But'a Belgian 
commission presented to President Wil- 
son the record of German misdeeds; and 
the reports of terrible things accom- 
panying the German occupation spread 
rapidly everywhere. To ascertain ‘the 
truth of these reports, the British Gov- 
ernment appointed the famous commis- 
sion of British statesmen, under the 
leadership of @Viscount | Bryce. These 
men considered eviuenhce ‘collected in the 
depositions of more than 1,200 persons. 
fhe conclusions: reached’ wére as fol- 
lows: 

it is proved: 

1.-That there were in many parts of 
Beigiuin deliberate and systematically 
organized massacres of the civii pup- 
Uidtvoll, accompanied by many isolated 
murders and other outrages. 

2. ‘hat in the conduct of the war 
generaily innocent civiiians, both men 
aud women,, Were Murdered in: large 
numbers, women violated, and children 
murdered. 

wv. ‘snac looting, house burning, and 
the wauton destruction of property 
were ordered and countenanced by the 

otricers. of the German Army, that 
eiaporate provision had been made for 
systematic incendiarism -at. the very 
outbreak of the war, and. that the 
burnings and ‘destruction -were_ fre- 
quent where ‘no - military’ necessity 
could be alleged, being, indeed, part of 
@ dyoteusQ vl geueral Lerrorzation, 

4. That the rules and usages of war 
were frequently broken, particularly 
by the using of civilians, including wo- 
men and children, as a shield for ad- 
vancing forces exposed to fire, to a 
less degree by killing the wounded and 
prisoners, and in the frequent abuse 
of the Red Cross and the white flag. 


The report continued: 


“Sensible as they are of the gravity 
of these conclusions, the committee. con- 
ceive that they would be doing Iess than 
their duty if they failed to record them 
as fully established by the evidence. 
Murder, lust, and pillage prevailed over 
many parts of Belgium on a scale un- 
paralleled in any war between civilized 
nations during the last. three centuries.’’ 

In its réport on Louvain ‘the commit- 
tee states: 

‘“‘It was to discipline rather than the 
lack of discipline that these outrages, 
which we are obliged to describe Bs sys- 
tematic, were due.’ 

This is what we remember instead of 
the battle of Termonde: 


The civilians: had delivered up their 
arms a fortnight before the arrival of 
the Germans, Warly in the month, 
probably about the 4th, a witness saw 
two civilians murdered by Uhlans, An- 
other witness saw their-dead bodies, 
which r ained An the street for ten 
days. - TWo -hundred ine ts were 
utilized as a screen by the Ge 
tioops about this. date. 

On the 5th the town was partially 
burned. * ® *®: At about 12 o'clock 
—some of the tallest and _ strong- 
est men among the civilians were 
picked out .to go around .. the 
streets with paraffin. Three or 
four carts containing paraffin 
tanks were brought up, and a 

syringe was used to put paraffin on 
the houses, which were then ‘fired. 

* * German soldiers had previously 
told this. witness that if the Burgo- 
master of Termonde, who was out of 
town, did not. return by 12 o'clock 
that day the town -would be set on 
fire. The firing of the town was in 
consequence of his failure to return. 


Of course this is only one.of many 
such things that we recall from the days 
when the Germans “‘ conquered ’’. Bel- 
gium. There were many similar, and 
many worse—magssacres, outrages on 
women and children, the shooting of 
noncombatants who were trying to es- 
cape from burning houses. Says the 
Bryce report: 


Murder, rape, arson, and pillage be- 
gan from the momént when the Ger- 
man Army crossed the frontier. For 
the first fortnight ef the war. the towns 
and villages near Liége were the chief 
sufferers. From Aug. 19 to the end of 
the month outrages spread in the 
direction of Charleroi and Malines and 
reach their period cf greatest. inten- 
sity. There is a certain significance 
in the fact that the outrages around 
Liége coincide with the unexpected 
resistance of the Belgian Army in that 
district, and that the slaughter which 
reigned from Aug: 19 to the end of 
the month is contemporaneous with 
the period when the German Army’s 
need for a quick pas e through 
Eelgium at all costs was deemed im- 
perative. * 

\ Citizens of neta! States who visited 
Belgium in December and January re- 
port that. the German authorities do 
ynot deny that noncombatants were 
‘ systematically killed in large numbers 
during the first weeks of the invasion, 
and this, so far as We Know, has. never 
been officially denied. If it were de- 
nied, the flight and continued volun- 
tary exile of thousands of Belgian 
refugees would go far to contradict a 








STRONG WOOD USED 
IN MAKING PLANES 





O be trustworthy an airplane pro- 
peller must be strong. Not only is 
it ‘subject to gunfire, but its nor- 

mal action makes heavy demands on its 
strength. The very speed of its revo- 
lutions tends to disrupt it. 

In a test runof propellers made of 
wood which has been dried to the low- 
est possible moisture content, the ends 
of the blades actually ‘exuded sap 
which was forced out by centrifugal 
action, according to the Curtiss Fly- 
leaf. In tests, at least, it has been pos- 
sible to speed the propellers up to such 
a pitch that the outer end of the blade 
of an eight-foot propeller travels at a 
rate of 400 miles an hour. 

Some airplane engines run at 4,700 
revolutions a minute, and can be seared 
up to 2,000. An engine of thi power 
would use a nine-foot-six-inc: propel- 
ler, and the speed:of the oslade ends 
would be in the neigghwrhood of 600 
miles an hour. A fa many thousands 
of pounds of prvesure per square inch 
are gener @&u “by this action alone, and 
proraiiers Have been known to split at 
the centre and fly apart. Elven the, 
smallest lack of balance between the 
two blades is serious, since the pull gt 
one must counterbalance that of the 
other. 

In addition to this there is the gyro- 
scopic force, which tends to keep. the 
blades rotating in the ¢ plane. At 
high speed this force is hard to over- 
come, and the cross strains it intro- 
duces when there is a change of direc- 
tion, either up, down or sidewise, are

soldiers... The inherent improbability 
of the German contention is shown by 
the fact that, after the first few days 
of the invasion pret? sible precau- 
tion had been taken by thé Bélgian au- 
thorities, by way of pla s and 
handbills, to warn the civilian popuy 
lation not to intervene in hostilities. 
As with Termonde, Aerschot, Dinant, 
and other places, our association with 
Malines is not of fighting. Malines re- 
calls, first of all, Cardinal Mercier, 
Roman Catholic Primate of Belgium and 
Archbishop of Maiines. At Christmas- 
time, 1914, he sent forth his famous pas- 
toral etter, the fruit of his visits to 
the devastated parts of his country. Its 
stirring ‘appeal to the Belgian people 
made a tremendous impression through- 
out the world. The German authorities 
tried to suppress the letter, and an offi- 
cial report .to the Pope subsequently 
stated that 15,000 copies of it had been 
seized. in Malines and destroyed. As 
for the Cardinal, he was put under re- 
straint, though not actually imprisoned, 
by General Von: Bissing, who had been 
made Military Governor of Belgium. 
The first reports of his arrest were de- 
nied by the Germans, but .a later pro- 
test to the Pope stated. that German 
officers had not only kept him /in his 
palace for all-of one day and prevent- 
ed him: from (presiding at a religious 
ceremony -on another day, but‘had de- 
manded from-him.a retraction of his 
statements—which he refused to make. 





In November, 1915, Cardinal Mercier, 
in-the name of the clergy of. Belgium, 


wrote an open letter to the Catholie 


prelates of Germany. The \Kaiser re- 
fused to allow it to reach the clergy, 
and it was kept from. publication until 
Jan. 14,: when it was printed in Havre. 
A year later Cardinal Mercier showed 
himsclf once more to the. world as the 
courageous champion of hia people, 
when he protested against the deporta- 
tion of Belgians for work in Germany. 
Through all these darkened years hé 
has been.the uafailing voice of. encour- 
agement to his people, of protest against 
their wrongs. 

The deportations against which Carai- 


nal Mercier spoke end continued’ to. 


speak were first reported ‘in official 
charges by. Baron von Beyens, Belgian 
Foreign Minister at Havre, Nov. 9; 1916: 


The German. Government is rounding 
up in large numbers in the towns and 

llages of ee Belgium, such as 
Alost, Ghent, ruges, Courtrai and 
Mons—to name only the first to be 
victims of the measure—all. men fit 
to bear arms, rich and poor, irrespec- 
tive of class, whether employed or 
unemployed.

(mm, D. BAKER is back in -Wash- 
De ‘ington from his second trip to 
: the battlefront with a story 
Switch he cannot tell—not because of 
_ @eneor restrictions; he éannot find 
* ‘Swords with which to do it. He says 
the history of this war will never be 
Written .adequately, because no man 
can comprehend or communicate by 
written words its tremendous scope 
and diversity, nor can any man who 
has not been/on the great battlefront 
Conceive, in terms of the senses, what 
is'now going on over all that long line 
through Belgium and France, where 
the Germans are being driven back to 
defeat. 

Mr. Baker is skillful with words. 
Here is his own attempt, as he sat in 
is office in the War Department the 
ather day, to picture the beginning of 
the American atfack on the St. Mihiel 
salient: 

On the night of that attack I sat 
i General Pershing’s car all night. It 
Was concealed. in a clump of woods. 


At length, after the tension of waiting, } 


there was a boom, then, after what 
seemed a long pause, another; then '’ 
~the Secretary moved his hand up and 
@own—"' one after another, slowly, 
boom — boom — boom; then, faster, 
boom—boom—boom, and then one tre- 
ter continuous, . indescribable 


**The car in which I sat actually 
recked from side to side. It seemed as 
if the whole earth must be shaking 
under the tremendous concussion. 
The sky burst into a sheet of flame. 

“This was the beginning of the 
Rattle that started the present tri- 
umphant advance of the allied armies. 

** Later, from a fortified hill over- 
leoking the battlefield, I saw General 
Pershing’s army advance into the 
salient. The men went forward, 
eheering, while thousands of big guns 
ailenced the German artillery and 
pointed the wedge which finally cut 
eff the salient and recovered from the 
Germans French soil which for four 
years had been in their possession.’’ 


Such was the be@nning of that 
greater drive that has forced the Ger- 
mans to sue for peace. Apprehensions 
have been expressed in some quarters 
that because of the peace talk and the 
inevitable defeat that now faces the 
Germans there might creep in, at the 
gources of men and supplies in this 
eountry, some slight relaxation of ef- 
fort. Secretary Baker was asked 
about this. 

** We are going ahead,’’ he an- 
gwered. ‘ We are pressing forward 
now, with increasing instead of dimin- 

{stung effort, the augmentation of the 
army and the increase. of supplies. 
We expect to send to Europe increas- 
ihg nuinbers of men a month. There 
will be no relaxation of any kind.’’ 

A question switched the Secretary 
back to the other end of America’s 
colossal war effort—to General Persh- 
ing’s army, to the reéent ‘scenes at St. 
Mihiel. Mr. Baker continued: 

'“* The next day General Pétain and 

' General Pershing called me up and 
said they wished+I could join them in 
a trip into St. Mihiel. “I started in 
my car, with an aide. We ran into 
an area of German wire entangle- 
ments. We cut wires and tried to get 
through, but, though we had no fire 
of the enemy to face, we could not do 
go, and this will give an idea of the 
difficulties our troops had to face. 

** At length, after a circuitous trip, 
‘We came to the mtg, through which 
our troops had cut their way. We en- 
tered the town and there General 
Pershing and General Pétain met us. 
One suburb of the town we found had 
been riddled, but the main part of it 
wes uninjured, as our gunners hada 
been careful to cause no more damage 
than was necessary to drive the Ger- 
mans out. What impressed me was 
the spotless condition of the town and 
the neatness of the women and chil- 
dren who had rushed out to greet their 
@eliverers. Their clothes had been 
frayed nearly into ribbons, through 
four years of use, but they had been 
patched together the best way possible 
and carefully pressed. Some carriea 
French flags. 

_** I asked a child how they managed 
te keep the French flags out of the 
hands of the Germans. \ 

***Oh,’ she answered, ‘we had 
them hidden. away, some. in the 
ground, some in stables, and some in 
the trunks of trees. ~We knew you 

" would come and save ue @®.+ day, 
and so we had the flags ai ready when 
the time came.’ 

** One little girl had on a pair of 
mew shoes. When I expressed sur- 
prise at that, she said: ‘I wore my 

' gla ones before the Germans and saved 
my new ones for you.’ 

“**An odd coincidence happened at 
‘St. Mihiel, which illustrates the. be- 
wildering vicissitudes of war. On my 
former trip 1 met in another part of 
Brance Count de Chambrun, a de- 
scendant of Lafayette, who told me he 
hed a villa at St. Mihiel. He said he 
‘@idn’t expect ever to see it intact 
mg as the Germans were in pos- 
pession of it, no doubt. Who should

years. One end of it we found as we 
drew nearer had been destroyed in 
haste by the Germans, who had evi- 
dently left in too great a hurry to have 
ime -to blow up thé 1 whole of it—so, 
without a great deal of repairs, Count 
de Chambrun will have his villa intact 
again. 

‘* We went inside; there was litter 
and débris everywhere; it looked as if 
a lot of gypsies had camped there. All 
the pictures, many of them valuable, 
had been taken away except a steel 
engraving of Lafayette.’’ This Count 
de Chambrun gave to Secretary Baker. 

‘« Pwo things in particular,’’ he con- 
tinued, ** that will defy the powers of 
any one who tries to describe this war 
are, first, the marvelous development 
of communications,. and, seeend, the 
scenes on. the. roads. at the front at 
night. Remember, when I went over 
last. Spring our army numbered less 
than 400,000; now the number ts close 
to 2,000,000. That means that, from 
April until the present time, there has 
been an enormous increase in our 
army in France and a consequent in- 
crease in the demands for ccmmunica- 
tions and supplies. When I returned 
in April eommunications were prob- 
ably the most acute question of all— 
could transportation facilities be pro- 
vided for getting the materials from 
the docks to the interior? 

** On my trip this time I found that 
that question had been answered, and 
answered in @ way that.emakes it _jm- 
possible for the American fully to 
comprehend the greatness of this 
achievement.’ The progress that had 
been made: on these problems—port 
facilities, new docks, installing Amer- 
iean machinery. for unloading ships, 
building of .warehouses, miles and 
miles of them, of railrodds, standard 
and narrow gauge—is far more won- 
derful than what was promised on my 
first trip. A great question then was 
whether it would be possible to pro- 
vide docks to prevent the ships from 
waiting. Now, it is the docks that 
have to wait; that ts, we actually have 
free berthing space in most of’ the 
ports. In a word, our facilities are 
ahead of our present needs, and we 
are assured that they will not enly be 
able to carry supplies for the army as 
it now is, but will also be able to meet 








the enlarged military program for | 
which the country has provided. 


‘* Any one who tries to comprehend 
even the immensity of this great con- 
nected operation of transportation of 
supplies alone must take into consid- 
eration_the facts that these supplies 
pass from the doors of our factories in 
this country to railroads operated. by 
our Government, into‘ghips built and 


run by us, to ports in France, either |. 


built or improved by us, to railroads 
constructed by us that run from the 
ports across F'rance to the battlefront. 
All the latest. improvements and in- 
ventions contribute their part to the 
success of the process. : 

‘* We live in a highly developed in- 
dustrial state. We do not think much 
here of the use of automobiles, motor 
trucks, the telephone, the wireless, 
but here they are all largely applied to 
cities. Over there they have all been 
transferred to the field, and their use 
multiplied by 1,000 per cent. 

‘* As an illustration, out of all that 
vast machine, take a single telegraph 
wire: At,each end of it sit four men— 
a@ squad, they call them—and they are 
not sending in the old way, by a tele- 
graph key. The men sit at type- 
writers, electrically connected with the 
telegraph wires; as they strike the 
keys the messages are sent. So are 
processes shortened and time saved. 
Into this vast system of communica- 
tions are woven harmoniously together 
railroads, automobiles, motor trucks, 
airplanes, and even carrier pigeons. 

‘“* All the material for this new con- 
struction has been shipped over from | 
here. All the ties and tie plates in| 
the railroads, for instance. Some of 
it went over standing up, to save time 
where the need was more pressing. 
Locomotives were transported in this 
way. I saw at one of the ports a 
large. crane, also_from this country, 
which lifted a locomotive out of the 
ship, as an ordinary crane would: a 
box, and deposited it on the railroad 
track practically all ready to steam up 
and start without delay, transporting 
men and material to the front. 

‘*Then there were the miles and 
miles of new buildings, all stored with 
supplies for future use. There were 
not only whole buildings, but tiers of 
them, devoted to one article, as shoes; 
others to other articles of clothing, 
and all this immense system, with its 
infinity of detail, reaches, with ac- 
countability, to every single pair of 
shoes, to every article stored there, so 
that it may be requisitioned when 
needed. ; 

** It is necessary to conceive all this, 
from the great main outlines to the 
endless scope of detail, to comprehend 
what has been done over there in 
this part of the work alone. ~ 

** Another picture to which words 
cannot do justice is the scene at the 
front at night. By day the roads 
leading up to the front are quiet, al- 
most deserted, a kind of dealthly 
stillness. A motor car may skid along, 
but’ that is unusual. Then comes 
night and with that a great change; 
the real day of activity there is about 
to begin: ; 

_‘* The roads are turned‘ into what

. first, because of the warning is- 
sued by Sir Eric Geddes, First Lord-of 
the British Admiralty, that a new 
U-boat drive, greater than any preced- 
ing one, may be expected from -Ger- 
many, and, second, because the ulti- 
matum of President Wilson to the 
German Governmemt, issuéd on the 
following day, relegates to the back-

swered Secretary Daniels, as he turned 
from a pile of papers ‘on his desk, 
with the hand of the clock above him 
on the wall pointing well toward 7 P. 
M., ‘‘ is to be ready to fight, and to 
fight. It is not the business of the 
Navy Department to discuss peace or 
peace terms, but to concentrate on 
doing all in its power in all its 
branches, and on an ever>*strengthen- 
ing basis, for effective warfare on the 
sea.

Alert, joking, but determined, our men 
move up to their new positions; if the 
time has not arrived to be called into 
action, they seek out new forms of 
concealment.’’ 


On his former trip the Secretary 
saw the American soldier in training; 
this time he saw him in action, fight- 
ing. He was asked his impressions. 

** From one of the forts of Verdun,"’ 
he answered, ‘‘in the opening of a 
new attack from the Meuse to the 
west, covering the Argonne Forest, I 
witnessed the start and saw divisions 
of our troops pressing forward with 
irresistible dash *through defenses 
which for three years had seemed im- 
pregnable. I could hear them cheer- 
ing as they charged. The enemy was 
put to rout; prisoners and material 
captured. This is a specimen of the 
ge they. have shown everywhere. 

erever an American sees our men 
over there he is filled with pridé at 
their bearing, for their modesty ‘is 
second only to their courage, as the 
French say of them.

Speaking of prisoners, a Red Cross 
man was walking in the woods near 
the front one day when two Austrian 
officers threw up their hands and said 
they wanted to surrender. He told 
them that he belonged to the Red 
Cross and therefore could not receive 
their surrender. They insisted, but 
the Red Cross official. was afraid of 
violating. some Geneva convention if 
he complied.

We have 
been assured of a co-operation which 
I believe ll result in a more’ speedy 
delivery of ‘ships than we had hoped 
for a week ago. In connection with 
providing weapons against submarines, 
I have been greatly gratified with the 
tests of the Eagle_boats, the new 
submarine fighters being built at the 
Detroit plant of Henry;’Ford. The 
tests exceeded the highest expecta- 
tions. The Eagle boats prove to be 
ideal for the purpose designed, and 
everything is now ready to proceed in 
turning them out in numbers... Be- 
fore next Spring these Hagiles will 
come into quantity production.’’ 


A direct question was put to Sec- 
retary Daniels as to the predicted 
greater submarine drive. 

‘* Sir Eric Geddes, First Lord of the 
British Admiralty, believes that the 
Germans will make a stronger effort 
with submarines this Winter thay at: 
any previous time,’’ said the Secretary.

In 
these two respects the submarine has 
been a failure, but, while it cannot be 
considered a decisive factor in this 
war, it is a menace that is so elusive 
that every effort must‘ be put forth 
to reduce its toll of merchant ships 
and fo defeat the greater submarine 
campaign which Sir Eric Geddes and 
the British Admiralty believe is con- 
templated by the Germans this Win- 
ter. To this end the American Navy, 
by every ounce of its power, is hast- 
cning forward the building of ships 
té combat the submarine.’’ 


**Do you think that the German 


Navy vill come out for a fight when 
the crisis comes? ’’

Was Shakespeare a Dramatist? 


HAVE said that this unrealistic 
stagecraft is new and of Continen- 
tal origin. That,is true, but only 

a part of the truth. In its essential 
principle it is identical with the stage- 
craft of the great Elizabethans. The 
stage of Shakespeare had no proscen- 
ium arch and so could not employ 
backdrops to suggest exteriors: When 
the effect of outdoors was needful it 
was rendered in the lines—a fact to 
which we owe many of the most beau- 
tiful descriptive passages in literature. 
But it employed properties and scenic 
*« set pieces,’’ when the action re- 
quired,’ in infinite variety—even to 
shrubbery, rocks, and trees. And, 
thanks to the very clever use of an 
inner and an outer stage, the pauses 
needful for shifting the scenes were 
reduced to a minimum—a mere _noth- 
ing, even compared to the brief pauses 
in ‘‘ Redemption.’’ The story pursued 
its course consecutively, rapidly, and 
with the utmost accumulation of dra- 
mutic effect. 

It is one of the many paradoxes of 
the ‘‘ practical "’ theatre that when, 
in reviving a play of Shakespeare, it is 
proposed also to revive his drama- 
turgic art, the proposal has been gen- 
erally denounced as _  archaeologic 
merely, a sort of pedantic perversity— 
that is, it has been denounced until 
the actual production showed beyond 
peradventure the gain in artistic ef- 
fect and popular interest.

AURETTE TAYLOR’S notes on 
the three weeks’ Red Cross tour 
which she and other stage satel- 
lites undertook last Spring 

have duly come from the press (of 
George H. Doran Company) in book 
form, and are interesting, unusual, and 
chatty accounts of the high spots of that 
swing around the country. Any literary 
work purporting to come from the pen 
of a well-known theatrical figure falls 
at, once under the suspicion of being a 
vicarious composition, but in this in- 
stance, at least, assurances may be given 
that Miss Tayler was exclusively the 
authoress. 

Lest she be thought to be embarking

GRANT STEWART AND THE MUSES 





VARIETY of talents rarely present 

in combination is to be found in 

Grant Stewart. The actor who 

is also a playwright is, of course, 

by no means an unusual figure; but 

when in addition he takes on the dis- 

tinetian af having once held a professor- 

ship of English in a university he 

emerges a bit from the usual. When, 

furthermore, his writings for the stage 

embrace such widely divergent material 

as William Collier farces and grand 

opera libretti, he may be said to border 
‘upon the unique. 

Stewart is at presént playing two réles 
fin the Collier farce, ‘‘ Nothing But 
Léés '’—George Washington in the pro- 
fogue and the pedagogic lawyer in the 
last act. In previous years he has writ- 
ten two of Collier's farees—'‘ Caught in 
“the Rain’’ and ‘‘ A Little Water on the 
filde.”” His second opéra, ‘‘ Bianca,”’ 
the score of which was composed by 
Henry Hadley, had its first production 
by the Society of American Singers at 


the Park Theatre on Friday night, with 
Maggie Teyte as its heroine. First on 
the Park program, the piece coincided 
with Stewart's epilogic appearanceat the 
Longacre, and accordingly kept him in 
Forty-eighth Street. Half a dozen years

Adolph Zukor, after stating that he 

had sought to develop art in motion 
pictures by inducing ‘“ gfeat actors and 
actresses of the legitimate stage to ap- 
pear upon the screeén,’”’ asked this ques- 
tion: 

“* Does ‘the real dramatic artist cease 
being an artist because he changes 
one medium of expression for another?’’ 

To which the writéf would reply em- 
phatically, ‘‘ Yes, very often.”’ 

Because one is an artist in one field, 
it does not follow that he 1s an artist 
in another. Can a‘ poet always paint, 
or a painter sing, or a simper dance?! 
And this does not ignore Mr. Zukot’s 
limitation of his question to “ dra- 
matic’ artists. It is based upon the po- 
sition that there are different dramatic 
arts, and that acting on the stage and 
acting before the camera, while more 
akin than writing poetry and painting 
pictures, or singing and dancing, are 


‘i a communication addressed to this 
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fundamentally different arts, sufficient- 
ly distinct from each other to justify 
the statement that the fact that a per- 
son is an artist on the stage does not 
mean that he is or can be an artist 
on the screen. The two arts possess 
a number of elements in common, of 
course, but vocal expression is‘ an es- 


* sential in that of acting on the stage, 


and silent, or pantomimic, expression is 
an essential in that of acting for the 
screen. 

No one will deny that many stage 
actors have the ability of pantomimic 
expression, and that among. those 
brought within range of the camera, by 
Mr, Zukor and some others thére are a 
number possessing this ability—so Mr. 
Zukor and the others have added some- 
thing of art to the screen, and the mo- 
tion picture owes them a debt of grati- 
tude. But-it must also be said that more 
than an equal number of stage actors 
who have come to the screen have so 
TRAM pantomimic ability that their per- 
-;formances before the camera cannot be 
tcalied artistic in any accurate sense of 
the word, and it must be stated fur- 
ther that at least a majority of screen 
actors whose work may be classed aa 
artistic have not and, it may be pre- 
sured, cannot, become artists in spoken 
drama. 4 


The purpose of this article, therefore, 
is not to deny that Mr. Zukor has con- 
tributed to the art of motion pictures, 
but to attack the apparently widespread 
assumption implied in his question ‘that 
the arts of acting on the stage and be- 
fore the camera are prattically identical, 
and to assert that, in, seeking human 
factors for the artistic development of 
the screen, producers should selett per- 
sons of actual or potential pantomimic 
ability rather than individuals. whose 
talents qualify them primarfly for the 
spoken drama. 

it is evident that D. W. Griffith ap- 
plies this principle, ‘and Maurice Tour- 
eur expressed his appréciation of it in 
@ recent statement in which he said 
that he hag adopted the practice of seek- 
ing screen actotfe among dancers be- 
cause dancers were so often actom- 
plished pantomimists. 

And may a suggestion be offered? Way 
doesn’t some producer make the experi- 
ment of searching for actors where the 
greatest humber of natural pantomimists 
may. always be found—in homes for 
deafmutes? The suggestion.may seem 
fantastic at first, and of course many 
deafnrates habitually use exaggerated 
manners of expression that unfit them 
for artistic pantomime, even that of 
comedy, but, nevertheless, the writer be- 
lieves that many a possible screén art- 
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ist is at present wasting his or her tal- 
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ent on the desert air of homes for the 
deaf and dumb, and that an intelligent 
survey of the inmates of sucti homes, 
or of similar persons not in asylums, 
would result in discoveries a great deal 
‘more than sufficient to the effort. 

Any director reading ‘this will doubt- 
lers see red visions of himself frantically 
attempting to control a cast of deaf- 
mutes with a futile megaphone, arid he 
May consider whether he would not be 
justified in exterrhinating the writer for 
suggesting the addition of cruel and in- 
human punishment to his already heavily 
penalized professicon—but an alert di- 
reotor can acquire a sign language, or an 
assistant with good ears who knows one, 


-and so remove the chief difficulty in di- 


recting the deaf, and at the: same time 
probably eliminate many of the troubles 
that now make much of his life a bur- 
den to him. 

It would be interesting and instructive, 
in any event, to observe the results of 
the experiment. 


Opinions as to the exact results of the 

shutting off of motion picture produc- 
tion because of the influenza epidemic 
seem to differ, but all authorities dp- 
parently agree on the one point, at leasty 
that there will be no shortage.of films 
for exhibition as there is already a 
sufficient number in the market to sup- 
ply all of the houses remaining open for

The .agreement entered into by. the 
members of the National Association of 
the Motion-Picture Industry and others 
reads: ‘ Beginning as of Oct. 15 and 
for four weeks thereafter, ending 
Nov. 9, 1918, the undersigned will re- 
lease ne new or reissued motion pict- 
ures heretofore scheduled for release 
after Oct. 14, with the exception of 
news reels and serials."* 

Nearly all of the producers have 
stepped the making of pictures for the 
time being.

| sired result, but all to no avail, and he 
had almost Cecided to use the. glycerine 
variety of tears, much as he dislikes 
unnaturainess, when the unexpected 
happened. 

‘Henry Doe, another important mem- 
ber of the cast, in addition to being an 
actor of stage and screen prominence, is 
also an accofmplished planist. In an- 
other -part of the studio he started to 
play a soft, minor melody of ineffable 
sadness, and as the plaintive notes grad- 
ually pervaded thé atmosphere they ac- 
complished what Miss B. Y. Star's own 
will and the persuasive suggestions of 
her director had failed to do, and the 
tears rolled down her paahanal in’ effort- 
less abandon.,”’

Motion picture producers are com- 
plaining that crowds will not behave. 
They say that if they send out a com- 
pany. and camera man to make a scéne 
in which unconcerned people are sup- 
posed ‘to pass, the people, instead of 
being unconcerned, stop and stare ‘at 
the camera and the actors in such a 
way as to register unmistakable curl- 
osity and amusement and spoil ‘the 
scene. Recently, to be specific, Miss 
Bille Burke anted to appear in a 
scene at the Grand Central Station, but 


het performance in that most public of 


places was not permitted to pass unno- 
ticed—and, in the end, the producers 
had to build a studio set for the  stag- 
ing of the scene. 

This is very inconsiderate of crowds. 
People should practice ‘a little more 
thoughtfulness. If you see a highly 
chromatic woman and a man who 
might be a clothing store model tearing 
through a crowded street as-though pur- 
sued by Swganish influenza, don’t stop, 
look, and Hsten, but just pass on. Your 
passing figure may be needed in a few 
feet of film, but the producer doesn’t 
want your grins or wide-open eyes. If 
your attention is attracted by an appar- 
ently abandoned child weeping copiously 
on the street corner, don’t spin around 
wondering where the thoughtless mother 
can be. You'll just spoil the effect’ of 
some one who wants to make'a picture 
of a babe in the woods of the heartless 
city. .The fact that you and every one 
instinctively turn to the child 
proves, of course, that lost children do 
not wander among hurrying, uncon- 
cerned throngs—but that makes no dif- 
ference if, the plot calls for the babe in 
the woods stuff. It is your business ‘to 
act like a moving tree, regardless of 
human ‘instincts. . 


MOVIES IN PORTO RICO. 


- Porto Rico, so far as motion pictures 
are concerned, is. where this country 
was some years ago. when scattered 
mushroom theatres in old stores almost 
exclusively occupied the field of exhibi- 
tion, according to Alexander Goldman, 
manager of the Universal Film Manu- 
facturing Company’s exchange on the 
island, who returned to New York re- 
cently. 

“There are about 
atres on the Island 
Mr. Goldman said. ‘“‘ The largest cities, 
from a@ moving- picture standpoint, 
are San Juan, Mayaguez, and Aricibe. 
There isn’t a single house on the island 
seating. as many as 600 people; there 
isn’t a single organ in any of the the- 
atres; the people don’t know what an 
open-air theatre is—in spite of the 
marvelous climate; the majority of ex- 
hibitors do absolutely no advertising, 
and the newspapers don’t even think of 
soliciting their business 4 

“ With but very few exceptions the 


sixty-seven the- 
of Porto Rico,” 


1 moving-picture theatres in Porto Rico 


are in exactly the same stage of de- 
velopment as were the theatres in this 
country fifteen years ago. In the main 
they are tocated in what were formerly 
stores, stables, and, in fact, any place 
where chairs, @ screen, and a machine 
could be placed. 

“The houses all contain three classes 
of seats—boxes, luneta, and grada. The 
‘boxes command the highest prices, the 
luneta, which corresponds to the o» 
chestra, the néxt best, while the grada, 
or gallery, is the cheapest. The grada 
is located back of the screen, so that 
the fans are compelled to read the sub- 
titles backward. The majority of these 
people are illiterate, ard because they 
cannot read attend the theatre in groups 
accompanied by one individual who is 
able to read the titles to them. All of 
the latter, so far as Universal is con-

HE first exhibition of the season 
to be held by the Art Alliance 
of America is one of_textile de- 

, sign, which, at the present time, 

iz of great importance in the general 
industria] development of the country. 

More than 1,700 designs were sent in by 
more than 500 exhibitors scattered 
through the United States, with a couple ; 
fr Canada. The designs were submit- 

ted in the third contest arranged by 
Women’s Wear, and prizes totaling 
$1,900 have been awarded for the de- 
signs judged to be best adapted to vari- 


ous types of fabric from the practical, | 


commercial, and artistic standpoint. 

The general effect of the exhibition in-. 
dicates more strength in the direction 
of pattern than in the direction of color. 
Much ‘of the color, influenced, as the 
modern phrase goes, by peasant art, 
apparently was chosen with the prime 
object of attracting attention,. and m 
many instances the attention must be 
unfavorable if'the observer has been ao- 
customed to subtle harmonies and close 
relations of tone. 

In a few cases, however, the character 
of the color, perfectly adapted to the 
character of the design, ia sensitive and 
expressive. Among the printed Silks is 
& little design of brown and white and 
gray—merely a thoughtfully adjusted ar- 
rangement of lines and spaces in a 


cohventional pattern which would give 


Pleasure to any cultivated mind. . 

One of the prize designs for prizited 
silk in black and white, by Marguerite. 
Zirach, is a very fine example of a 
pattern marked by originality 
of thought without the teasing. eccen- 
tricity of work that strives toward orig- 
inality without a basie of disciplined 
vision. and technique. 

In considering the question of coler it 
is manifestly unwise to form a positive 
judgment before seeing. the design as 
actually applied to the fabric, One of 
the cretonne designs, for example, as it 
looked on paper, was extremely forbid- 
ding in color, the cold dry lavenders 
and greene and yellows projecting them- 
selves from the background in an un- 
sympathetic relation. The same design 
was shown on the fabric. The colors 
were somewhat different. but obviously 
possessed the same character. I?. they 
had, been seen only in the preliminary 
sketch form they undoubtedly would 
have produced the same effect as those 
of the drawing shown; but applied to 
the fabric they united sufficiently with 
the texture to gain in vibration and sur- 
face interest, and the impression given 
was agréeable rather than otherwise. 


A certain group of clever figure de- 
signs deserve mention for gayety of in- 
vention and felicity in conventionaliza- 
tion. One is a design of white figures 
on a black ground in which a simple 
story appears to be told, piquing the 
curiosity without interfering with the 
aesthetic interest of the pattern. Little 
white ladies on horseback and on féot, 
with baskets and with shepherds’ crooks 
pursue an upward path, met or fol- 
lowed by little white men in picturesque 
costume and surrounded by such inci- 
dental features of the landscape as well 
sweeps, gates, houses, and trees. Some- 
thing is: going on, just what is not ap- 
parent, but it fs all very pleasant to 
watch from the remote regions of reality. 

Another clearer narrative is based on 
the familiar legend of Red Riding Hood, 
and too much praise cannot be ac- 
corded to the ingenuity with which the 
stiff little figure of the hooded maiden, 
the sly, peering wolf, and the rural 
house and garden are indicated within 
the bounds of strict convention. 

Certain of the artists pursue @ frecr 
method in these picture désigns, making 
them in the spirit of the old-fashioned 
printed cretonnes and wallpapers that 
were beautiful in the days of. our grand- 
mothers. One Is a dooryard scene with 
a friendly pussy cat and hollyhocks and 
a large white Summer cloud chaperon- 
ing the ‘group. It is pleasantly done, 
and a certain nafveté enlivens the 
realism which is kept appropriate by 
the decorative adjustment of the forms 
in the pattern to the space occupied. 

There are a number of other designs 
with agreeable qualities, most of them 
found’ among the smaller patterns and 
quieter color schemeés, and the work as 
a whole is encouraging, giving reason 
for belief that with another year of 
stimulated public interest a’ really for- 
midable group of American designers: 
will be available to oppose the danger 
of industrial defeat through the hap-| 
hazard nature of our artistic industries.

Russian, the artist's. enérgies and in- 
terest were originally devoted to paint- 
ing for its own sake, and still céntre in 
that direction, landscape, fig- 
ure composition, genre, and portraiture. 

Mr. Anisfeld was born at. Bieltsi, in 
Bessatabia, in 1878, and began his artis- 
tic training at the Odessa School of Art. 
After fiye years’ work in this school he 
entered the Imperial Académy of Arts 
at Petrograd, and completed -his train- 
ing there in 1900. Many of the picturés 
which hé executed during the two years’ 
travel which followed will be seen. in 
the present exhibition. His work has 
attracted attention in foreign countries, 
as shown at the exhibition of Russian 
art at the Salon d'Automne in Paris in 
1906. He also exhibited at the Vienna 
Secession of 1908 with: remarkable suc- 
cess. Subsequently his work ,.was en- 
thusiastically received in Rome. His 
latest participation in a foreign exhi- 
bition was at the Baltic Exposition at 
Malné in Sweden in 1914. 

Mr. Anhisfeld arrived in this country 
in’ the early part of the present year 
with his wife and daughter as a refugee 
from the revolution in Petrograd, where 
he witnessed the bread riots and was 
himself 2 mémber of the breadline. He 
subsequently packed his picture’ and 
fled fcr his life by way of the Ttans- 
Siberian Railway to Viadivostok, whére 
he spent two months, and then camé to 
this country by way of Japan. As a 
distingaished and leading representative 
of the recent so-called Fantast School 
of Russia, and as a notable decorative 
contributor to the success and popular- 
ity of the new Russian school of ballet 
and of opera, his work is destined to 
excite wide interest in the United States, 
As regards his various designs for stage 
scenery waich will be found in thé pres- 
ent exhibition, it shoul@ be observed 
that Mr. Anisfeld has always personally 
executed his own scenic painting.

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STAGE COMEDY AND > 
SCREEN CONTRASTED

HEREVER in Thespia two or 

three of the faithful are 
gathered there is sure to 

‘. @rise the ancient argument 
between the actor and the ‘“‘ screen- 
hound *’as to the merit of their respect- 
ive arts, 


jeway the superior of all others. 

Having written some comedy for the 
stage, and not a little for the screen, the 
writer wishes to add his testimony to 
the cause of the speakies as against the 
movies in the production of laughter. 

A comic story presented on the sereén 
does not amuse as successfully as a 
comic story presented on the stage. The 
@udiences do not laugh as heartily at 
gecreen comedy as they do at stage com- 
‘edy. Select the bést screen comedy ever 
filmed, running half an hour or an hour 
and a quarter, and it can be matched by 
any theatregoer with an ordinary mem- 
ory by at least- ten which held their 
eudiences forjtwo hours and a quarter. 

There are ral reasons for the su- 
periority of the mirth-provoking ele- 
ments of laughter on the stage. The 
first and most important is the human 
element of the performance. The living 
characters are tnere before the audience. 
from no part. of the auditorium are they 
distorted. Then, the voice of the actor 
is a great asset. It is much more amus- 
ing to hear a good comedian deliver a 

~hhumorous speech, with all the accom- 

paniment of whimsical expression and 
appropriate action, than to read the 
same speech on the screen, either after 
the psychological occasion for it has. 
passed, or beforé it has arrived. 

Tne screen comic actor can’t do it 
and say it at the same time. The comic 
appeal which the actor condenses into 
one: crisp moment must be divided, on 
the screen, into.two expressions several 
seconds apart. That is why no comedy 
line can possibly have the same value 
on the screen as it has on the stage. 

Another advantage of stage comcdy 
is the use of the sustained scene. The 
highcst artistic ambition of the comic 
actor is to ‘‘ get ’em going ’”’ arfd * keep 
"em going.’’ Actors of experience, being 
given a good scene by the author, can 
keep an audience rocking in their seais 
with laughter for an indefinite period— 
10, 12, perhaps 15 minutes. 

They do. this by building and npolish- 
ing; by perfecting in every tiny detail 
tones, expressions, and movements—and, 
most of all, by cutting. Every interrup- 
tion to a continued movement of the 
scene must be taken out until there is 
hot one superfluous second. 

But the moving picture camera ‘has a 
magazine which holds film enough for 
only a short scene—usually two minutes; 
‘so the directors have been compelled to 
adopt precisely the opposite to the stage 
method to get comedy—that is,g short 
comedy scenes—constantly interrupted 
by sub-titles or with flashes from five 
te ten seconds long, forcing the audjence 
to. readjust itself instantaneously to a 
new group of characters, or to words 
which stop action of the main scene. 

This limitation is inherent in the mak- 
img of comedy pictures and will always 
hamper the comedy workman. 

As a matter of record, screen comedy 
scems to be passing into innocuous 
desuetude. Undoubtedly there is sin- 
cere and human comedy both in lines 
and action in many of the feature pict- 
ures presented by the higher grade of 
stars; but, specifically, the one-reel com- 
edy, which used to be a feature of ‘the 
bill in every motion picture theatre, is 
now almost conspicuous by its absence. 

The better-grade theatres seem to. have | 
eliminated it, presenting to their audi- | 
ences instead a frankly burlesque car- 
toon. It still may be found in the 
cheaper houses; but even the .low-brow 
no longer laughs at it. Undoubtedly the 
producer and director—and, in a lesser 
degree, the secnario writer and actor— 
are at fault: the result of their joint | 
labors, as placed before us, is exasper- 
ating. 

Most of their efforts are impossibly 
vulgar. Their characters are of the low- | 
est class. We will instance the young 
lady out walking with her impossibly | 
tuugh husband, who takes advantage of | 
u momentary: lapse of attention on his | 
part to allow herself to be kissed by the 
nearest passer-by! The husband, on dis- 
covering it, contents himself by kicking 
the new-made affinity and goes happily , 
aliens ¥ w ith bis Lahec wat the next extra-_ 
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Hach claims that the medium |

marital indiscretion. Here we have the 
ethics of the Senegambian bushman pre- 
sented as humor. 

The stories are never real ahd with not 
even the slightest semblance. of truth. 
The situations are never credible. The 
characters seem to think that if they 
don utterly impédssible and soiled gar, 
ments they will become exquisitely — 
amusing, when a visit to the nearest 
picture house would show them: their 
mistake. 

Most of the comedies offered a suffer- 
ing public now are burlesques of melo- 
drama. And the one thing the came 
should avéid is burlesque. It sets down 
what it sees in black and white; and 
travesty is of too gossamer a quality to 
be treated like the multiplication table. 

So, also, we Have the endless band of 


parade of idiotic policemen. And the air 
is pregnant with the humming flight of 
the whimsical pie; all ef which takes us 
back to the year one, but is not funny 
ncw. 

If those who make these comedies for 
us would take the trouble to sit through 
them and listen to the audible commient 
of the spectators they would learn that 
the criticism can be expressed ‘in one 
trenchant sentence—‘‘ we’ve seen it be- 
fore:’’ 

Where is the screen artist who will 
recognize the use—and abuse!—of the 
film as applied to comedy? who will put 
before us an amusing and plausible 
story? who will compel us to laugh with 
them as well as at them? who will de- 
liver us from the clumsy, inept and un- 
funny thing called short comedy?

HOPE that ‘the ‘Americans, who | ‘coud not,. 
entered this war for freedom and 
democracy, will not let the natives 


of the German colonies in Africa be 
given back to.their Slavery.”’ 

Mrs. Charlotte Cameron of London, 
Fellow of ‘the Royal Geographical So- 
ciety, writer and traveler, spent a year 
in little-known parts of Africa dust. be- 
fore the beginning of the war. ‘Now, 
making a brief visit to this country to 
lecture for the Red“Cross, she voices 
that hope to the people of America. 
She arrived in New York only a few 
days ago. 

‘* Those colonies must never be given 
back to the Germans,”’ she said. ‘‘ Their 
treatment of the natives ought to make 
tnat impossible. No matter how much 
they palaver about it, on no conditions 
whatever must the Germans be allowed 
to hold those lands and enslave those 
natives again. 

‘““The Germans in their African pos- 
sessions have been cruel to the na- 
tives; they have oppressed them; they 
have forced them to work, and by 
ruses they have forced. them to. work 
without pay. They have not respected 
their rights as human beings. They treat 
them as so many chattels. 

‘““T was’ struck in the German colo- 
nies — German Southwest Africa, Ger- 
man East Africa, the Kameroons, and 
Togoland—with the depressed, 
froddén air of the natives..' They had | 
we air of not ‘being their own masters. 
1 soon learned that’ they detest the | 
Germans. And I learned some of the’ 
reasons why. : 

‘Inthe fifst placé, the Germans did, 
not treat the natives as* free men. ‘They | 
made. slavesof them. )The- natives in | 
the German colonies were forced, as 
soon as they came in from the bush “to 
one of the towns, to” go to the labor} 
bureau and register. There .they got 
little metal disks with numbers on 
them, and no native was allowed in a 
German town without his numbered 
disk around his neck. The Germans 
went out into: the bush and brought 
the natives ‘in to work for them and 
registered and numbered them, as so 
Many pieces of property, in this way. 

“Another thing that showed the at- 
titude of the German masters toward 
the natives was the fact that the na- 
tives in the German colonies were not 
allowed any privacy. 
go into a native hut at any time. He 
could examine anything in the hut and 
order the natives about. And if he 
found a bit of dirty water, (or for the 
matter of that, if he didn’t,) he could 
fine the native 20 marks! 

“That is about $5 
and, of course, the native never saw 
so much in all his life. Naturally, he 
couldn’t pay his fine and had to work 
out the money on some public labor.

As a 
result, when a German master or land- 
owner or official was out of temper 
he could take it out on his servants or 
Native workmen or any native he wanted 
to hit. The native had no redress at all.

NOVEL CASES IN THE COURTS

| ‘The first case decided by the Supreme 
Court of the United States under the 
‘act of Congress in 1906 to prevent 
cruelty to animals while in transit, and 
forbidding carriers to confine animals 
jin cars longer thin thirty-six hours, is 
| that of the C. & N. W. Railway Com- 
pany vs. the United States, in “which 
the Supreme Court reversed a judgment 
of guilty against the railroad company 
and digested a new trial. The cattle,in 
this case were expected to reach ir 
! destination in less than ‘thirty hours, 
| put the derailing of a car Kept the ani- 
; mals in the cars for thirty-nine hours. 
| Justice McReynolds in. his opinion said: 
i ‘* We find nothing in the act indicating 
;@ purpose to interfere directly with the 
\carrier’s discretion in establishing sched- 
| ules for trains; the design was to fix a 
| limit beyond which animals must not ‘be 
' confined, whatever the schedule, except 
junder the extraordinary circumstances 
| stated. In general, unloading can only 
j take place at specially prepared places 
;or final déstination. If in the exercise 
| of ordinary care,: prudence, and fore- 
| sight the carrier reasonably expects that, 
following the determined schedule, the 
containing car will reach destination or 
some unloading place within the pre- 
scribed time, it’ properly may be put in 
| transit. Thereafter the duty is on the 
carrier to exercise the diligence and 
| foresight which. prudent men, experi- 


enced in such matters, would adopt to 
| prevent accidents and delays and to 
|; overcome the effeet of any which may 
happen—with an honest purpose always 
;to Secure unloading within the lawful 
period. If, notwithstanding all this, un- 
| loading is ‘actually prevented by storm 


or accident, the reasonable delay ‘must 


be excused.” 


In Minnequa Cooperage Company vs. 
Hendicks, 130 Ark. 264, 197 S. W. 280 the 
majority of the court held to be invalid a 
statute providing that in civil cases a 
verdict might be returned on the concur- 
rence of nine jurors. While the holding 
of the court is doubtless in accord with 
the weight of authority, the contrary 
view is not without logical support, ahd 
| the case is rendered of especial interest 
| because of; the vigorous dissenting opin- 
jon of Chief Justice McCulloch, who satd

ALWAYS: loved Frank Stockton and 

the sort of stories he used to write. 

He would take a Sabbath school and 

send it for a voyage on a pirate 
ship. or send a.whole Methodist confer- 
ence’ out yachting, or have a couple of 
nice, elderly old ladies” shipwrecked and 
cast away on a deSert island, but there 
was one amusing combination he never 
thought of--the Y. M. C. A. going to 
war. 

If he had cast about for years to find 
the most amusing, unlikely, impossible 
combination in the world, I don't be- 
Neve he would ever have hit on the idea 
of taking the whole Y. M. G. A. up by 
the roots, loading it on ships, and senti- 
ing it over“the ocean to fight the Ger- 
mans! It is one of the things that,are 
simply too impossible for belief. In the 
first place, the Y: M. C. A. is too goody- 
goody to go to war; in the second place, 
it is too ‘‘ sissy *’ to have anything to do 
with a rough, rude thing like war, and 
in the third place, such things don't 
happen. The only trouble with the logic 

. is that, in the fourth place, the Y, M. 
C. A. has gone to war! It has gone to 
war, as you may say, with both feet. 

Well, everything has gone to war. 
Potatoes have clambered out of their 
patches and have gone to war, shouting 
that grand old battle cry of freedom, 
‘* Food will win the war!’’ And Grand- 
ma has gone to war, counting. stitches 
and shouting the grand old battlecry of 
freedom, ‘‘ Socks will win the war!”’ 
And little Jessie has gone to war, pick- 
ing up sixteenths of an ounce of tinfoil 
and shouting. the grand old battle cry of 
freedom, ‘‘ Thrift Stamps will win the 
war!” 

So far, the statisticians inform us 
there are exactly 87,546 things the do- 
ing of which will absolutely win tht 
war. Sugar will win the war, and ships 
will win the war, and peanuts and gaso- 
line and safety razors will win the war. 
And organizations are winning the war. 
I figure that in the United States of 
America, which is the greatest ‘ join- 
ing ’’ nation of the world, each man, wo- 
man, and child (on an average) belongs 
to ten clubs, societies, leagues, or asso- 
ciations. As we have about 110 000.000 
organizations in the United States and 
every one of them is doing its level best 
to win the war, it would be odd if 109,- 





999,%® organizations ‘were trying to win 
the war and one lone organization, afl 
by. itself, was not tryirg to win it. So 
that’s where the Y. %:. C. A: comes in. 
As soon as there wis a really-truly war 
to be won tha ¥Y. M. C. A. lined up with 
shije and potatoes and knitters, and 
said, ‘' Me, too! ”’ 

- To me it is a perfectly dandy thought 
that all kinds of organizations like the 
Y. M. Cc. A. Y. W. CGC. A., National 
Catholic War Council-K. of C., War 
Camp Community Service, Jewish Wel- 
fare Board, American Library Associa- 
tion, and Salvation Army got into the. 
war as soon as they could see where 
they could put their feet without being 
in the way of the real fighters., As a 
matter of fact, the Y, M. C. A. was 
a tough, old. heel-blistered veteran be* 
fore’ the United States got into the war 
at all. 

It was marching up to Bagdad with 
the British long before we got into’ the 
fight. and it was struggling in Russia 
to have the immature boys placed in 
separate prison camps, away from the 
mature degenerates, long before we told 
Gerard to come home from Berlin. 

The Y. M. C. A. made good in Europe 
and in Asia before it ever asked Amer- 
ica for a dollar of money for war work, 
and I wouldn't have a single man in 
this country give a single dollar for 
United War Work unless he knew it 
would be a worth-while dollar. 

In the first place, do not imagine that 
the Y. M. C. A., the Y. W. C. A, the 
National Catholic War Council-K. of C.. 
the War Camp Community Service, 
the Jewish Welfare Board, the Amer- 
ican Library Association, and _ the 
Salvation Army think they are as im- 
portant as the fighting forces of the 
allied nations.: These seven organisa- 
tions in the United War Work Cam- 
peign ask for $170,500,000 now. For the 
réal fighting business the United States 
asks each year billions on billions of 
dollars. Neither you nor I can tell how 
much the United States fighting forces, 
land, air, and sea, will need for the next 
twelve months, but it is safe to say 
that what the united service organiza- 
tions ask for is less. than one dollar 
for every two khunlred dollars that will 
oe used for real fighting expenses 
What we want to know is whether the 








Y..M. C. A, and the ofher 
tions will do somethin: 
with the money. 

Another way of looking at it is that 
we will have, say, 3,000,000 men under 
arms here and abroad before long. The 
$170,500,000 the ssven service organiza- 
tions ask for will be a fraction less 
than 57 cents' worth of good for each 
man in, say, one year, 

Take writing paper, Nearly all the 
letters that come home are on the 
paper of the Y. M.*C. A., the K. of C.,

_| the *ewish Welfare Board, or the Sal- 


vation Army. Together, the seven 
organizations provide more than 125,- 
000,000 sheets a month free to fighters. 
If I could get along a whole year on. 
$3.33 »~worth of writing paper, I'd be 
mighty lucky. We ought to give the 
seven organizations $170,500,000 just for 
writing paper alone! It is worth it to 
you. Ten out of every eleven letters 
you get from your boy at the front, or 
that your neighbor lets you read with 
such pride, never would be written at 
all if these organizations did not have 
‘paper and enyelopes handy for the lad 
and a ‘‘hut’’ handy with pens and 
writing tables. 

The mighty link of correspondence 
that binds our armies to us, day by day 
and week by week, with a tie more close 
and personal than the ligament that 
united the Siamese twins, is the work 
of these organizations, and the smallest 
part of the work. When the sun- 
scorched steamers hove up to the docks 
at Bagdad with wounded soldiers, the 
Y. M. C. A. men were the first aboard, 
carrying the cigarettes the wounded 
craved for, 

I can imagine a council of the big 
men of the British Y. M. C. A. getting 
together when war began. I can 
imagine their saying, ‘‘ Here’s a nice 
kettle of fish. War, b’gosh, - What 
good ‘are we going to be when all 
Britain is neck deep in war work? 
Where do we come in? Are we going to 
be as useless as we will be youthless?"’ 
‘“*Oh, I say,’’ another chap says, ‘‘ we 
can’t have that, you know. ‘We must 
do our bit, what!’” ‘‘ That’s all right, 
but how?’’ asks a practical minded chap. 
**‘Well—hymn books,’’ says one. ‘‘ Oh, 
rot,’”’ says another, ‘it’s war, don’t 
you know. The lads will all be across 
the Channel—in the trenches—mud—coot- 
ies—all that sort of thing. Frightfully 


rough; not a bit like home, you know.” + 


The Y. M. C. A. can’t do everything. 
It can’t turn the trenches into the old 
home parlor with a phonograph in the 
corner and mother in the kitchen busy at 
the stove and sister Jane saying: ‘‘ Put 
on the ‘Home, Sweet Home’ record, 
Frank,’’ but it can take the phonograph 
up close to the trenches and put it in 
a ‘‘hut.’’ It can’ be there, putting the 
paper and pens handy on the desk, coax- 
ing actors and actresses to leave 
America to get up little entertainments 
back of the lines, giving motion picture 
shows, getting up ‘‘sings,’’ bringing 
books and magazines and newspapers, 
doing a thousand and one things that it 
is the business of no one else to do. 





‘The business of war is war. Make no 
mistake about that. Our boys have 
gone over there to drive the Hun back 
to Germany, and it is a rough, messy, 
unpleasant business. You go out to one 
of the great cantonments in this country 
and you see the boys there. There is 
just one thing they all want—to go 
across and get into it. They spend days 
and weeks and months in training. It is 
just train, drill, train, drill, all the time. 
They learn, and then they have to legrn 
again, and keep on learning things they 
feel they know well enough already. You 
go to one of those great cantonments 
and you see that the ¥. M. G. A., with 
its entertainments and affairs and 
shows, is a fine thing for the boys. 
‘* It’s good work here in camp,”’ you = 
‘*but how about over etuter = 

Well, just consider ‘‘ over there’’ a 
moment. Getting ‘‘ over there ’’—get- 
ting into action—is what the boys long 
for. What happens when they get ‘‘ over 
there ’’? More impatient, wearying weeks 
of training. Then the regiment is sent 
up to the front line. Weeks more of 
waiting, in some sectors month after 
month, with nothing much to do but 
await the time for striking or being 
struck. Then a bg battle, perhaps. ‘ine 
regiment is thrown against the Prus- 
sians. It fights for a day, for two days, 


‘perhaps for a whole week. ‘Then it is re-; 


lieved, or the combat quiets down to the 
old waiting game. More weeks of 
ennui, of routing, of weariness. 

The old-time armies were like our 
armies. They were made up of young 
men. Back of them, when they went to 
war, there was nothing. There was no 
relief from their weariness during the 
long waits between action but sinful- 
ness in various forms. The soldier in 
olden! days became the synonym for 
rowdy, marauder, disgusting wretch. 
Most often was this so when the soluier 
was sent to foreign lands. He had no 
memory of home after a year; in two 
years he was soldier and nothing else. 
It was his idle time that ruined him. 
No human being in the world can be. so 
idle as the soldier during his idle hours 
and weeks and months. ~

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TORPEDOED BY A U-BOAT 
IN THE MEDITERRANEAN SEA 





The follawing remarkably vivid ac- 
count of being torpedoed by a U-boat 
ds from a letter written by Hugh Mc- 
Lellan, son of the late C,. M. 8. Mc- 

' Lelian, the well-known Anglo-Anmen~ 
can dramatist, who is am officer im the 
British’ Army. 


HORTLY after my visit to Heddpn 

Court while I was employed with 

the A. A. Defénses, my unit re- 

ceived orders for Egypt, and we 
left England on the 2d. stopped one 
night in Havre, and then had a most 
uncomfortable journey across Fraheé 
with the temperature near zero—to ar- 
rive, after three days in the train, at 
Marseilles—where the sun was shining 
and it was comparatively warm. We 
stopped a week in Marseilles. 

We sailed from there on a beautiful 
R. M. 8. P. boat of about 18000 tons 
that before the war used to sail between 
Engiand and: South America. She was 
also,in the landing at Gallipoli. We 
were certainly a very cheery party on 
this occasion, numbering 150 V. A. D. 
nurses, 100 ofifcers, and 2,000-odd men. 
She was most luxuriously fitted. Every 
officer had a first-class cabin, with 
spring bed, electric fan, &c. In fact, 
we all congratulated ourselves on our 
good fortune in striking such a boat. 
The steward told us that the boches had 
their eye on her and had been trying to 
get her for ‘some time. 

Phe voyage was uneventful as far as 
Malta, It was none too pleasant being 
officer of the submarine guard at 1 
A. M. in the moonlight, though no.sound, 
save the rhythmical throbbing of the 
engines and the wash of the water 
alongside—with the waves assuming the 
most fantastic appearance in “the moon- 
light that one wag only too ready to be- 
lieve were “ tin fish."' 

Presently we .were able to make out 
the long, narrow strip of bright yellow 
that was our first view of Egypt. We 
were all looking through our glasses 
at this. And ‘all the time the crafty 
boche must have been looking at us 
with greed and delight, at seeing the 
decks crowded with men and women. 

Without the slightest warning the tor- 
pedo caught us just aft the engine room. 
The concussion was big, but the noise 
of the explosion muffled. The ship 
trembled like a leaf, pieces of rigging 
and splinters showering down on us. 


There was no panic, not a rush for the’ 


alarm posts. The siren was turned full 
on and the bugle sounded the alarm. 
The ship gave a lurch and listed over to 
the starboard, at the same time dropping 
in the stern. 

The alarm post of my unit was right 
at the f’csle head, port side. Somehow 


or other I found myself there, and with- | 
in a few seconds my unit was all pres- | 


ent and I had time to look around. I 
took a tender farewell of my topboots 
and made preparations for the swim. We 
had no need to abandon ship yet, al- 
though the ship was settling down in 
the stern and listing more and more 
every minute to starboard. 

Presently the boats were lowered with 
the nurses in them, and a great cheer 
went. up as they swung out. We lIow- 
ered our rafts, but unfortunately the 
bi painters’ were just long enough to 
reach the water normally, and now the 
rafts hung in midair, every second 
bringing them further and further from 
the water as we went higher and higher 
into the air! We had to cling onto the 
rail to keep from slipping to the star- 
board side, the list was getting so bad, 

At last the Captain bellowed through 
the megaphone, ‘‘ Abandon ship!’ and 
then it was every man for himself. The 
first men down the “ painters "’ cut the 
rafts away and then dropped into the 
sea. 

I went down a “ painter” and dan- 

sled for some seconds on the end of it 

on ee il sufficient neurege to 





drop thirty feet below on to a seething 
mass of men and rafts: After what 
seemed a quarter of an hour's’ sojourn 
on the bottom of the Mediterranean I 
eame -up and.struck -out-ae hard as-I 
cculd from the ship. I heard a terrible 
rending and felt the suction and looked 
around to see the great ship roll right 
over, keel uppermost, with poor devils 
clinging all over her, and then sink 
down and the waters close over her. It 
was a sad sight to see such a mighty 
and splendid ship go down in a few ‘min- 
utes Uke that. 

I. came across a number of my men 
clinging to rafts and bits of wreckage 
the majority of them cheerful. The de- 
stroyer that was our escort was picking 
up survivors by the score and her decks 
were massed. I tried to swim to her, 
but the life belt made headway almost 
impossible, and 1 had to climb on to the 
Marconi room that made a fine, raft. 
There were three of my men sitting on 
it. It was a great opportunity to rest 
and look around, and tho sun was 
warming. 

Two trawlers that were in the ‘Vicinity 
had come up, and on one all the nurses 
were safe and the lifeboats were coming 
back, to pick the remainder up.. I was 
watching the rescuing going on on the 





destroyer and the fellows being hauled 
up by ropes, and wished that we: could 
get there. 

Suddenly there was a terrific explo- 
sion and the destroyer, in the midst of 
her work of. rescue, went up, struck 
amidships, I cannot attempt to convey 
to you the horror [ felt. For a second 
I expected to be killed by the débris that 
showered on us. The destroyer was 
broken in half and sank in the middle. 
It was wonderful the way the sailors, 
easily distinguished in their whites, 
stopped at their posts, and I saw one 
semaphoring with the water up to his 
waist. I have often read about acts of 
courage like this, but I have never wit- 
nessed -such coolness and magnificent 
courage as I saw that day. 

Finally I and my comrades on the 
Marconi house were rescued by one of 
the boats and were put on board one of 
the many tugs that had steamed out 
from port. On landing we were met 
by Red Cross people and were given 
miscellaneous articles of clothing. I was 
fortunate in getting a complete suit of 
pajamas, and it was.thus, driven 


through the streets crowded with as- 
tonished natives, that I got my first 
impression of Egypt. So much for the 
disaster that I would like to forget but 
can't. 
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GERMAN BIRTHS 
REDUCED BY WAR 





LTHOUGH it has been known for 
some time that the war has had a 
disastrous effect on the birth rate 

anh infant mortality throughout Ger- 
many, the reports have heretofore been 
fragmentary. An offictal report pre- 
pared by the Intelligence Department of 
the Local Government Board in Ger- 
many has found its way to America, 
which confirms the. most serious re- 
ports. Desperate cfforts are being made 
by the Government to relieve the situa- 
tion. These conditions, which must, of 
course, be familiar to the military and 
civil leaders, have doubtless had an im- 
portant influence in bringing about the 
peace proposals. 

Up to the beginning of the war the 
birth rate throughout the German Em- 
pire was comparatively high. The sud- 
den decline in the early months of the 
war excited the liveliest apprehension. 
Here is the table showing the decreased 
birth rate:

The total number of births in Germany 
in 1916, it will be seen, was about 40 
per cent. less than in 1913. The official 
tables are detailed, giving the percent- 
age of births in various sections of the 
country and according to the population 
of the towns and cities. It is noticeable 
that the conditions are slightly more 
favorable in the towns and cities than 
for the German Empire as a whole. 


The infant deatn rate in Germany 
during the war hag often been very 
high. During the first two months of 
the war the increase aroused the most 
serious apprehensions. For some time 
previous the rate had been gradually 
falling; from 151 per thousand in 1901 to 
95 in 1912. During the early stages of 
the war the rate rose in many parts of 
Germany to 200 and even 300 per thou- 
sand. This was explained by the authori- 
ties as due to the economic stress which 
followed mobilization, the calling of 
fathers who left families with meagre 
resources, and the widespread unem- 
ployment 





among men not taken for per 


military service. 
and mental disturbance had besides a 
serious effect on the general welfare 
conditions. ‘ 


So serious were the conditions that the 
Government has made heroic efforts to 
combat it. In some parts of Germany 
the infant welfare work has met with 
marked success, and the increased mor- 
tality rate has been considerably re- 
duced. One method of combating the 
situation has been by bestowing im- 
perial maternity grants. It has been 
found, however, that. little good was 
done -by the mere bestowal of such 
grants unless it was given as part of 
an organized system of welfare work, 


Special] imperial grants have also been 
given to nursing mothers. Sickness in- 
surance societies have been widely de- 
veloped. Many families have besides 
been encouraged to migrate from the 
cities and large towns to the country 
districts, .The general effect of. this 
movement has been to increase infant 
mortality in. the rural districts while 
reducing it in the towns. 

War conditions in Germany have pro- 
duced a new kind of baby which Ger- 
man doctors call ‘‘ war infants.’’’ The 
war infants are not actually ill; but 
small, backward in growth, delicate and 
thin, with wrinkled skins, suggesting 
rather old age than infancy. They are 
undeveloped at the time of birth and 
fail to recover a normal appearance, 
They are further described as being af- 
fected with constant restlessness, ac- 
companied by automatic grasping move- 
ments. This condition is attributed to 
the anxiety and nervous strain of their 


mothers and to insufficient. nourish- 


ment, 


It is stated in the official report that 
23 per cent. of the infants brought to 
the infant welfare centres in Charlotten- 
burg during 1915 were suffering from 
rickets in some degree, and that among 
those brought to the new. centre at 
Treves in 1916, 43 per cent. suffered 
more or less severely from the same 
disease. 

It is interesting to note, in this con- 

, that the infantile death rate 
in Fvgiand during the war is some 50 
t, lower than in Germany,

They turn from the 
trenches and find, not all we could wish 
to shower, upon them in comfort and 
blessing, but all we can in any way 
send, andthe Y. M. C. A., the K. of C., 
the Salvation Army, and the other or- 
ganizations are the bearers of it all.

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MR. TARKINGTON’S TALE OF A SMALL TOWN 








“The Magnificent Ambersons ” a . Fascinating Study of American Life and Char- 


acter—Latest Fiction by Mr. Marshall, Miss Prouty, H. K. Webster, and Others"

T is. often ‘interesting, and. sometimes 





rather painful, to watch an author 

struggling with the conclusion of his 

book. Again and again do we see the 
same thing; plot and characters develop- 
ing up to a given place, developing by 
growth instead of manufacture, and then 
being suddenly seized upon by their cre- 
ator and forced to behave in a way which 
will bring -about the desired result—that 
result usually being ‘‘a happy ending.’’ 
Mr. Booth Tarkington’s new novel, ‘‘ The 
Magnificent Ambersons,’’ isa case in 
point. Until the last few pages are 
reached the book develops in a thorough- 
ly natural and intensely interesting way. 
Characters and environment, acting and 
reacting upon one another, make the 
plot; it all seems absolutely real, the story 
one of flesh-and-blood people, the town 
whose changes have such an effect upon 
these pegple as much an actual place as 
any city on the map of the United States. 
And then suddenly the novel is seized 


perforce. 

The scene-is laid in a midland town 
—a small, clean, pretty delightful little 
town when the story opens, which is some 
time in the eighties. The first chapter 
describes, and that in the most delight- 
fully amusing way tmaginable, the simple 
‘* homespun "’ quality of this place which 
was such a perfect background for the 
‘* magnificence ’’. of the Ambersons, its 
richest and most aristocratic family, 
whose house was known as the ‘‘ Amber- 
son Mansion,’’ and stood in the very best 
and most desirable part of the ‘‘ Amber- 
son Addition ’’—the tract of land which 
Major. Amberson had bought and cut up 
into building lots with. such notable suc- 
cess. The Ambersons were the town’s 
royalty, their ‘‘ mansion”' its palace. 
Major Amberson had two sons and a 
daughter, but only one grandchild, George 
Armberson Minafer, the son of his lovely 
daughter Isabel, and it is this George 
Amberson Minafer, heir to all the mag- 
nificence of the Ambersons, who is the 
central character in the book, He is a boy 
of about 8 when we first meet him, 
already quite conscious of his inheritance, 
and prone to regard all the other inhab- 
itants of the town as “‘ riff-raff.”" These 
early years, however, are quickly passed 
over, and most of the action of the book 
takes place while George is in his late 
*teens and early twenties, a good-looking, 
gallant, high-spirited, charming, and in- 
tensely arrogant youth, with a tendency 
toward the dramatic—not to say theatrical. 
Long before this, however, his behavior 
had given many. excellent people cause to 
desire, and to desire fervently, that he 
might some day ‘* get his come-upance,’’ 
which was the word they used instead of 
deserts. And the main theme of the story 
is how their wish was faiitied, and George 
* got his come-upance ’’ through the ac- 
tion of forces none of them could control. 

When George returned from college for 
the Christmas holidays of his sophomore 
year, -his manners had become more 
polite, but no less insufferable; ‘‘ M. le 
Duc had returned from the gay life of the 
capital to show himself for a week to the 
loyal peasants belonging to the old cha- 
teau.”” His adoring mother gave a ball in 
his honor, and it was at this ball that 
George first met his mother’s old friend, 
Eugene Morgan, and that ‘‘ little beauty ”’ 
who was Morgan's only daughter, Lucy. 
Those who have read ‘* Seventeen.’’ will 
not need to be told how dexterously, with 
what perfect understanding and delicious, 
chucklesome humor Mr. Tarkington de- 
scribes a boy of this age and his love af- 


‘gairs. That letter from George to Lucy, : 


in which he tells her about his ‘‘ theory 
of life,’ is as amusing as any bit in 
** Seventeen.’”’ But Willy Baxter had 
plenty of wholesome discipline, and George 
Amberson Minafer none at all. From the 
very first he was not merely -permitted 
. but _encouraged, to regard himself as a 
“young prince, whose prerogative it was to | 


| Isabel, with her last pathetic. plaint, and 


weak, seated Young; mother, married 
to a man’ she did not and could hot love, 
literally worshipped her son. All his life 
she thought everything hé did was ‘‘ noble 
and perfect.’’ Thereby she planted the 
seeds of her own tragedy—and of his. 
For while there is a great deal of humor 
in ‘‘ The Magnificent" Ambersohs,"' there 
is a. good deal of pathos, ‘tdo.> “When 
George at last got his 'come-updnce ‘he 
** got it three times’ filled and .running 
over. The city had rolled over his heart,"’

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especial member of the Corbett family than 
of that family as a whole. This espeécial 
individual, Hugh Corbett, is of course the 
‘* different ’’ one of the family, and ‘it is 
as they affect him that the doings and ex- 
periences of the rest are important—in so 
far, at least, as this book is concerned, He 
is an interesting person, and up tothe 
time when Jean Gilbert questions him on 
his attitude toward. the war, which is dur- 
ing the Winter of 1915-16, he holds the 
reader’s sympathy fairly well. And this 
holding of sympathy represents no small 
achievement on the author’s part, since 
Hugh is not only intensely egotistical, but 
also—not to put too fine a point on it— 
what is known in slang phrase as ‘‘a 
quitter.’” But at the last he realizes the 
truth about himself, realizes that never 
once when “ he feil ’’ in the bog had he 
** got up and struggied on through.’’ Ai- 
ways he had slipped away from the diffi- 
cult thing. Only at the very end of the 
book does he finally grapple with a diffi- 
culty, resolved to go on to the finish. 

With a few excéptions the scenes are all 
laid in and about Chicago, and the book 
covers.a period of some five years, begin- 
ning about 1911 with the coming of Jean 
Gilbert to stay with her uncle, Frank 
Crawford, who had married one of the 
Corbetts: It is on Jean, not quite 17, 
daughter of a poor army officer and 
brought up on her father’s code, the code 
of an officer and a gentleman, that the in- 
terest centres in the beginning, and so 
distinctly, that one expects to find her re- 
lations: with the Corbetts the matter of 
greatest importance, and is surprised .and 
somewhat disconcerted when the spotlight 
is suddenly switched from her to Hugh. 
This occurs after Jean catches the burglar, 
who proves to be an ex-employe of the 
Corbetts, and whose story brings Hugh 
face to face with the questions of poverty 
and of the obligations of the employer. 
For his grandfather is the owner and cre- 
ator of a huge factory, and Hugh, a metal- 
lurgist, by profession, plunges at once into 
the intricate problems of capital and labor 
as represented by the Corbett works and 
workmen. There is a strike, of course—a 
strike which proves the means of intro- 
ducing Hugh to Helena Galicz, anarchist 
and I. W. W., only daughter and constant 
companion of Anton Galicz, the ‘“martyr.’’ 

Thenceforward the relations of these two 
constitute one of the most important parts 
of the book. In Hel . two radically dif- 
ferent natures—those of her father and her 
mother—are perpetually at war. To her- 
self, and in great measure to Hugh, she 
seems at first a splendid, fiery young revo- 
lutionist; he is infatuated with her and 
very far from happy in his infatuation. 
Then, little by little and very cleverly, her 
character is developed; Hugh discovers her 
mental indolence, her love of melodrama, 
her meannesses, her essential dishonesty. 
She is the most striking figure in the book 
beeause the: most exotic, but the charac- 
ters are all well drawn. 

The various members of the Corbett 
family are sharply individualized, and 
Jean, so straight and clean and fine, 
makes .an excellent contrast to Helena. 
Hugh himseif has been carefully studied, 
both in his strength and in his weaknesses. 
He is the only one of the Corbetts who 
goes “ outside the fence” of the family 
conventions. And he speedily builds a 
fence of his own, behind which he retreats, 
away from the problems which have 
proved too much for him—the probiems of 
sociology, the problem of his marriage, the 
problem of the war, which he refuses to 
think about—and that, even after the sink- 
ing of the Lusitania.

Moreover, it was extremely contagious, 
and when Harden and Sarakoff. infected 
the water supply of Birmingham with a 
liberal amount of it, they felt confident 
‘that they were conferring an inestimable 
boon upon mankind. But, like many other 
things, the blue’ gerni did not work pre- 
cisely as was expected, dnd there were 
many results, some comic, some merely 
disconcerting, and some actually tragic, 
which neither Harden not Sarakoff had 
foreseen. ‘Altogether, the. immunity 
brought about by the blue germ proved 
very far indeed from an unmixed blessing; 
in fact, there were many. who did not re- 
gard it as a Diessing at all. Of course it 
all came out right in the end, and mean- 
while Harden learned a ‘good deal about 
human life and human nature.

Hétel Esplanade. 

Where the story falfs short of artistic 
perfection as a romance of adventure is 
chiefly in the flimsy motive used to ac- 
count for the presence of the heroine in 
Germany at the right time: the pseudo- 
ethical sentiment that had brought her 
back from America, unmasked and against 
her inclination, to be loyal to the allegiance 
she had acquired by marriage to a German 
title and to the husband she lived apart 
from on account of the repulsiveness of his 
characteristics. It is also hardly aesthetic 
to allow Francis Okewood, at a late point 
in the plot,-to supersede his rescuer, Cap- 
tain Desmond Okewood, as the protagonist 
of the story, an@ even deprive his brother 
of poetic justice by carrying off all_the love 
interest.

Mshed by The Yale University Press. Mr. 
Perey tells us in this book that ‘the 
fundamental problem of our literature has 
been to obtain, from a mixed population 
dwelling in sections as widely separated as 
the peoples of northern and southern 
Europe, an integral and spiritual activity 
which could express, in obedience to the 
laws of beauty and truth, the emotions 
stimulated by our national life.” In his 
analysis of this problem, as it has been de- 
veloped and actually solved in our litera- 
ture, Mr. Perry finds that from the very 
beginning of our history we can point to 
men of letters whosecontributions to litera- 
ture do not belong to the colonial litera- 
ture of Great Britain. In their novelists 
and poets Canada and Australia, he de-

Spirit in Literatufe * belongs promises 
to form a valuable contribution to the 
study of the country’s development along 
the main lines of its activity. The publish- 
ers, the Yale University Press, state that 
it is their intention ‘‘ to present the en- 
tire history of our country in the living 
form of a series of short narratives; each 
having a unity of its own but all articu- 
lated and so related that the reader will 
not only be entertained by the story in 
each volume, bit will also be given a real 
vision of the development of this country.”
